
National Lutherans 
To Boot SF Gay- 
Friendly Churches

T wo San Francisco Lutheran churches that de¬ 
fied a denominational ban on ordaining sexu¬ 
ally active lesbian and gay people to the min¬ 
istry will be expelled, five years after the his¬ 
toric acts drew international attention. 

St. Francis Lutheran Church and First United 
Lutheran Church will be expelled Sunday, December 
31 from the 5.2 million member Evangelical Lutheran 
Church in America, following a five-year suspension. 

The suspension was ordered to give the denomina¬ 
tion time to develop its ecclesiastic and theological 


positions on human sexuality and find a way to allow 
flexibility on the issue of sexually active lesbian and 
gay clergy. 

The disciplinary action follows the January 1990 
ordinations of the Reverend Ruth Frost and the Rev¬ 
erend Phyllis Zillhart, a lesbian couple, and the Rev¬ 
erend Jeff Johnson, an openly gay man. 

All were qualified graduates of Lutheran seminar¬ 
ies but were not certified for ELCA ordination be¬ 
cause they refused to make a lifelong commitment to 
abstain from sexual relations, as required by the de¬ 
nomination.

Another Acremant 
Victim Identified

T he body of a California 
man discovered at the bot¬ 
tom of a 35-foot well on a 
Calavares County ranch 
has been positively identified as 
22-year-old Scott George of 
Visalia. He was apparently shot to 
death by Robert James Acremant, 
who has also confessed to killing 
two lesbian activists in Oregon 
two weeks after George’s murder. 

Authorities discovered the 
body after Acremant provided 
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them with details of how he shot 
and then dumped George’s lifeless 
body on the ranch, owned by his 
father. 

Visalia Police Sgt. Jim German 
told the B.A.R. that George’s au¬ 
topsy, performed December 20 by 
the Tulare County coroner, 
showed no signs of sexual assault 
or mutilation. German did not 
know if George was gay, but 
added that he doubted it since 
George was known to have a fe¬ 
male fiancee, although they'd re¬ 
cently broken up. 
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George met Acremant through 
his parents about a year ago, and 
were not thought to be close 
friends, said German. Robbery ap¬ 
pears to be the only motive at this 
point. 

George's parents have not 
speculated to police or reporters 
what Acremant's motives might 
have been. "They've buried their 
son and they want to get on with 
their lives," German said. 

Acremant is not expected to 
face criminal charges anytime 
soon for killing George, according 
to German. He is currently in a 
Medford, Oregon jail awaiting a 
January 17 hearing, where he is 
expected to enter a guilty plea for 
the double, execution-style slay¬ 
ing of Roxanne Ellis and Michelle 
Abdill on December 4. 

While Acremant has not ex¬ 
pressed any remorse since being 
captured, he has provided a full 
confession to police and asked to 
be executed by lethal injection as 
soon as possible. According to 
Medford Police Sergeant Mike 
Moran, deputies overheard Acre¬ 
mant say at his arraignment last 
week, "Can't we get through with 
this any sooner?" ▼

250 Movie 
Patrons Attacked

T wo gay men were seriously burned and disfigured in sep¬ 
arate incidents earlier this month, when they stuck their 
penises through glory holes in a porno bookstore's 
peepshow booths and an attacker maimed them with an 
unidentified caustic agent. 

According to reports from police and Community United 
Against Violence spokesperson Leslie Addison, the attacks hap¬ 
pened at Frenchy's K&T Bookstore, located at Polk and Geary 
streets. 

"Two people have contacted Community United Against Vio¬ 
lence. My guess is that there are plenty more," Addison said. 

Both glory hole attacks happened in the early morning hours, 
and both victims were injured after their attacker displayed sex¬ 
ual interest in them. 

"He indicated his interest and when one person put his [penis] 
through the hole, apparently the acid was thrown on him," Addi¬ 
son told the Bay Area Reporter. “It wasn't clear to the second vic-

UCSF Med Center 
Hit with Gay, HIV 
Discrimination Suit

A San Francisco gay man has 
filed a half-million dollar discrim¬ 
ination lawsuit against the Univer¬ 
sity of California at San Francisco 
Medical Center, a local institution 
better known for perfecting the 
“gay-friendly workplace” than as 
a hotbed of contempt towards gay 
and HIV-positive employees. 

The case of Edgar Littleton v. 
UCSF, filed last June, could be 
settled at an arbitration hearing 
scheduled for January 16, accord¬ 
ing to his attorney Bruce Nicker¬ 
son. Nickerson told the B.A.R. that 
although UCSF is an exemplary 
institution, its internal police force 
contains problems typical of many 
security departments. 

“Security people are, by and 
large, wanna-be cops,” he said. 
“And wanna-be cops are like real- 
life cops in that they are extreme¬ 
ly authoritarian, and they resist 
change. They resist new ideas, and 
they have problems with both 
women and gays, and anyone else 
who doesn’t fit the traditional 
masculine image.” 

Littleton told the B.A.R. he left 
his seven-year job as a security 
guard at the Parnassus Avenue fa¬ 
cility in March, 1995. At the time, 
he said, anti-gay taunts had be¬ 
come unbearably routine and cul¬ 
minated in his being assigned to 
more stressful working condi¬ 
tions. Littleton alleged in court 
documents that his supervisor 
said, ‘“My sister’s supervisor is 
more disgustingly effeminate than 
you.’ 


“She called me ‘Dearie,’ 
‘Missy,’ ‘Sweetie,’ on numerous 
occasions,” the complaint contin¬ 
ues. “She placed me on the busiest 
shifts with the least coverage. [I 
was] denied leaves [of absence] 
arbitrarily and she called me at 
home and harassed me on my days 
off.” 

Now, Littleton says, “I can’t go 
back to work in the [security] de¬ 
partment because my T-cells just 
plummeted.” 

Littleton said that he sought 
out an alternate assignment 
through the UCSF Human Re¬ 
sources Department, specifically 
mentioning the homophobia and 
HIV/AIDS phobia that he said 
was prevalent in the security de¬ 
partment. When he was informed 
his supervisor would have to okay 


such a transfer, he said, “If you go 
back to the department, that’s the 
source of the problem. That isn’t 
really going to help me.” 

A UCSF spokesperson would 
not elaborate on the case when 
contacted by the B.A.R. 

“I can’t say anything because 
it’s in litigation, except to say that 
we deny everything [Littleton] has 
said,” UCSF attorney Gary 
Lafayette said. “There’s another 
side to the story, but unfortunately 
I’m not at liberty to discuss that.” 

Littleton’s former supervisor is 
no longer working at UCSF, but 
her departure has nothing to do 
with the case, according to an em¬ 
ployee in the police department 
division who did not want his 
name used. ▼ 


SF Health Commission 
Acknowledges 
Crypto Threat

The six members of the San 
Francisco Health Commission 
unanimously adopted a resolution 
Wednesday, December 20 recom¬ 
mending actions to be taken be¬ 
cause of Cryptosporidium in the 
city’s drinking water supply. 

The commission’s resolution 
acknowledged that Cryptosporidi¬ 
um cannot be considered safe for 
human consumption and ordered 
the health department to: 

• inform immunocompromised 
people about the risks of drinking 
untreated San Francisco tap water, 
and educate them about ways to 
avoid potential risks through a va¬ 
riety of methods, including boil¬ 
ing water and filtration; 

• educate the community and 
healthcare providers about routes 
of crypto transmission, including 
bathing, showering, and swim¬ 
ming; 

• study the feasibility of pro¬ 
viding cryptosporidium-free water 
that has been treated by distilla¬ 
tion, reverse osmosis, or submi¬ 
cron filtration to all patients and 
visitors at health department facil¬ 
ities; 

• routinely screen the fecal 
samples of health department pa¬ 
tients suffering from immuno¬ 


compromising illnesses such as 
cancer and HIV/AIDS for the 
Cryptosporidium parvum parasite; 
and 

• monitor cases of Cryp¬ 
tosporidium to ensure that HIV¬ 
negative persons and persons seen 
through private healthcare are in¬ 
cluded in statistical data. 

‘Zero tolerance’ 

The resolution is a mixed vic¬ 
tory, according to AIDS activists 
who say it was a frank admission 
by the commission that tap water 
sources may be unhealthy for im¬ 
munocompromised people. 

“The health commission over¬ 
ruled the bureaucrats running the 
AIDS office and admitted there is 
a problem,” said ACT UP/Golden 
Gate member Bill Thorne, a long¬ 
time critic of the city’s response to 
crypto infestation. 

ACT UP/Golden Gate 
spokesman Rob Sabados told the 
Bay Area Reporter that activists 
would continue to monitor the sit¬ 
uation, and said the group would 
continue to seek a “zero tolerance 
level” for the parasite in the water 
supply. 

But ACT UP/San Francisco 
spokesman Michael Bellefoun- 
taine told the B.A.R. that group 
will take “direct action” over the 


failure of the health department to 
issue a boiled water advisory. 

“The city of Los Angeles di¬ 
rects people with HIV and a CD4 
count of 200 or less to not drink 
tap water unless it’s been boiled a 
minute. The city of San Francisco 
tells people with HIV they may 
want to boil their water,” Belle- 
fountaine said. 

“If people with HIV don’t boil 
their water, they are going to get 
Cryptosporidium. What the fuck 
are they doing?” 

Bellefountaine derided the plan 
to study providing crypto-free 
water to health department facili¬ 
ties, saying it is ridiculous that 
people with HIV would contract 
the parasite because of the health 
department’s response to the water 
crisis - and only when they got 
sick, and went to the health de¬ 
partment for treatment, would 
they finally be given crypto-free 
water. 

The health department resolu¬ 
tion did not mention oral-anal sex 
as a way of contracting cryp- 
tosporidiosis, which many public 
health experts claim is the primary 
route of transmission in people 
with AIDS. The presence of the 
parasite in people with HIV infec¬ 
tion is considered an AIDS-defin- 
ing diagnosis. Y

Gay/Lesbian Sierrans 
Announce Bob Walker 
Award Ceremony

Bob Walker was a gay land¬ 
scape photographer who lived in 
the Haight district of San Francis¬ 
co, but devoted most of his time 
preserving the open space areas in 
the East Bay on fdm. The pictures 
earned him a reputation as an 
artist, and also as an advocate. 
Armed with the photographs 
Walker became an able lobbyist in 
front of government agencies in 
Alameda and Contra Costa Coun¬ 
ties, on behalf of wilderness and 
recreational areas whenever they 
were threatened by development. 
He died of AIDS in 1992 at age 
40. 

To commemorate Walker’s un¬ 
wavering defense of open green 
land in the East Bay, and to en¬ 
courage similar activism, the Gay 
and Lesbian Sierrans have an¬ 
nounced nominations for the first 
annual Bob Walker Conservation 
Awards. Two $500 awards will be 
presented, one to an individual 
and one to a group from the nine- 
county San Francisco Bay Area 
for a current grassroots conserva¬ 
tion effort that emphasizes leader¬ 
ship, advocacy, and coalition¬ 
building. 

Candidates are not necessarily 
gay or lesbian, according to An¬ 
drea Mackenzie, co-chair of the 
Gay & Lesbian Sierrans. 

“The award is the first award 
of its kind, given by a gay conser¬ 
vation organization,” Mackenzie 
told the Bay Area Reporter. 
Names of the winners will remain 
sealed until the night of the 
awards. 


Those who are chosen, she 
said, are “people who are out there 
on the front lines protecting the 
environment, but who may not al¬ 
ways be getting the credit and sup¬ 
port that they deserve.” 

One of Walker’s more success¬ 
ful projects was in persuading the 
Park District to acquire land on 
Pleasanton Ridge near Hayward, 
Mackenzie said. 

“His biggest love was an open 
space called Morgan Territory,” 
east of Mt. Diablo State Park and 
adjacent to Los Vaqueros Reser¬ 
voir. He photographed it after see¬ 
ing the property was up for sale, 
and, with the Gay and Lesbian 


Sierrans, lobbied the East Bay Re¬ 
gional Park District to acquire 
land to expand Morgan Territory. 

“Now we have a continuous 
open space link between Morgan 
Territory and Mt. Diablo State 
Park,” Mackenzie said. 

Mackenzie, an Open Space 
Planner for East Bay Regional 
Park District, estimated that cur¬ 
rently there are 80,000 acres in 
park land or open space in Alame¬ 
da County and Contra Costa 
County. San Francisco has a simi¬ 
lar recreation and park district, 
which is responsible for Golden 
Gate Park, among other proper¬ 
ties. T 


Sackett To Receive 
Posthumous Award in Marin

A Marin County needle ex¬ 
change activist who died this sum¬ 
mer of congestive heart failure will 
be posthumously awarded the 
Marin County Human Rights 
Commission’s Martin Luther King, 
Jr. Lifetime Achievement Award. 

Geoffrey Sackett, who died in 
June while suffering from AIDS, 
will be honored with the annual 
award next month, according to 
Marin County HRC spokeswoman 
Patricia Maguire. 

Sackett was co-chair of the 
commission, and led the success¬ 
ful effort to have the county’s 
board of supervisors declare a 
state of emergency similar to the 
one declared in San Francisco that 
allows needle exchanges to take 
place. 

According to Alysanne Taylor, 
a close friend and colleague, the 
48-year-old Sackett was a tireless 
AIDS activist and advocate. 

“He was also a pretty active 
community volunteer,” Taylor told 
the Bay Area Reporter. In addition 
to his involvement with the AIDS 
Commission, Sackett was also a 
member of the San Francisco 
Ryan White Planning Council that 
made federal funding recommen¬ 
dations for the San Mateo, Marin, 
and San Francisco area hit by 
AIDS. 

The Marin County native also 
worked as a union organizer and 
managed a restaurant for many 


years. 

Co-founder of the Needle Ex¬ 
change Program of Marin, 
NEPOM, which distributed an es¬ 
timated 2,800 syringes and needle 
each month, Sackett also founded 
a statewide group that advocated 
for needle exchange throughout 
California. 

Sackett contracted AIDS 
though a blood transfusion in the 
early 80s, Taylor told the Bay Area 
Reporter, and also suffered from 
severe diabetes and epilepsy in ad¬ 
dition to his other medical diffi¬ 


culties. 

Sackett is survived by two 
brothers, a sister, and his mother, 
who will accept the award.

Humanitarian Awards dinner. It 
will be held at the Embassy Suites 
in San Rafael on Thursday, Janu¬ 
ary 11 at 6 p.m.

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Castro Landlord/ 
Tenant Dispute Over 
Xmas Season Testing

A landlord's test for seismic re¬ 
pairs at a popular Castro and 19th 
Street office supply store has her 
tenants rumbling. 

The Saturday, December 23 
test at San Francisco Office Sup¬ 
ply required the drilling of large 
inspection holes in the store's 600- 
square-foot space to determine the 
extent of required repairs. Wes 
Waite, owner of the 17-year-old 
business, complained the drilling 
forced the removal of key sales 
displays and disrupted his busi¬ 
ness on one of the Christmas sea¬ 
son’s busiest shopping days. 

Waite said that landlord Jean 
Seto could have picked a better 
time to test for the repairs, but 
Seto's attorney David Blumenfield 
told the Bay Area Reporter it was 
the only time that Seto had avail¬ 
able and said the drilling would be 
completed before the business 
opened for the day. According to 
Blumenfield, Waite had refused 
access to the property when earli¬ 
er dates had been set. 

The office supply store may 
be displaced sometime after the 
beginning of the year because of 
remodeling scheduled for the 
site, Waite said. Seto has offered 
an abatement of rent during the 
reconstruction, which also in¬ 
volved plumbing and electrical 
repair. ▼

State Judge Declares 
Pot Petitions Are Okay

More than 30,000 petition sig¬ 
natures collected for a ballot ini¬ 
tiative to legalize the medical use 
of marijuana are legal, a Sacra¬ 
mento Superior Court judge ruled 
Friday, December 22. 

The decision by Judge James 
T. Ford orders San Francisco Reg¬ 
istrar of Voters Germaine Wong to 
accept all petitions turned in by 
Dennis Peron, director of Califor¬ 
nians For Compassionate Use, 
which sponsors the ballot initia¬ 
tive. 

Ford said the initiative petition 
to be submitted directly to the vot¬ 
ers “is in conformity with the 
Election Code in all respects, or 
has substantially complied with 


all its requirements,” and ordered 
a writ of mandate ordering Wong 
to accept the ruling. 

Last month the registrar’s of¬ 
fice made an initial decision that 
the signatures would not be ac¬ 
ceptable because the petition 
failed to present the language of 
the initiative in boldface type, and 
other technicalities. 

“We’re well on the road now 
that these first 30,000 signatures 
have withstood challenge,” Peron 
said in a press statement. “These 
30,000 signatures will turn into 
600,000 by April. Victory next 
November will be ours. 

“The people of California want 
compassionate access to marijua¬ 
na for their sick and dying loved 
ones. The time of using patients as 


pawns is over,” he said. 

Peron and co-proponent Bob 
Basker chose to place an initiative 
on the ballot after California legis¬ 
lators passed bills allowing doc¬ 
tors to prescribe marijuana out of 
medical necessity for people with 
chronic and terminal illness. 
Those measures were vetoed by 
right-wing Republican Governor 
Pete Wilson. 

Initiative statutes, once quali¬ 
fied by and passed by popular 
vote, become state law immedi¬ 
ately on passage and cannot be ve¬ 
toed. ▼

Head for 
Sacto Rally

Lesbian, gay, bisexual, and 
transgender youth will come from 
throughout California to Sacra¬ 
mento for a noon rally on the steps 
of the State Capitol this Wednes¬ 
day, January 3. 

They intend to bring attention 
to the needs of sexual minority 
youth in the face of conservative 
legislative repression and attacks 
on funding for queer youth pro¬ 
grams, according to Lavender 
Youth Recreation and Information 
Center spokesperson Anne Mattis. 

Assembly Bill 1001, a measure 
introduced by California Assem¬ 
blywoman Shiela Kuehl to pro¬ 
vide protections for sexual minor¬ 
ity youth in state-funded school 
systems, failed to get out of com¬ 
mittee this year. The measure is up 


for a committee vote again, Mattis 
said - but no public testimony is 
allowed. 

Sexual minority youth will 
provide public testimony about 
their needs on the steps of the 
Capitol, and Mattis said they may 
also lobby on a one-to-one basis 
with individual legislators. 

Several groups have chartered 
buses to Sacramento for the event, 
including LYRIC, which still has 
space available for youth under 
23. One contingent is flying up 
from Los Angeles for the rally, 
Mattis said. ▼

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Abbott Gets 
Okay for 
MAC Drug

Abbott Laboratories said 
Wednesday, December 27 it has 
received approval from the U.S. 
Food and Drug Administration to 
market a drug that reduces the 
death rate from a bacterial infec¬ 
tion common in people with ad¬ 
vanced AIDS. 

Abbott said studies show the 
drug, trade-named “Biaxin,” re¬ 
duces mortality by 31 percent at 
six months and one year after the 
beginning of treatment, and by 20 
percent at 18 months. 

The drug, clarithromycin, is a 
preventive agent for disseminated 
Mycobacterium avium complex, 
or MAC. Abbott said MAC is the 
most common systemic bacterial 
infection in patients with ad¬ 
vanced AIDS. It is characterized 
by fever, night sweats, weight loss 
or wasting, diarrhea, and abdomi¬ 
nal pain. 

Studies have shown, Abbott 
said, that while only three percent 
of those diagnosed with HIV have 
disseminated MAC at the time of 
diagnosis, up to 40 percent of 
those patients show clinical evi¬ 
dence of disseminated MAC 
within two years. And, MAC has 
been confirmed post-mortem in 
50 percent of patients with ad¬ 
vanced AIDS, the pharmaceutical 
company said. 

“When used as a preventive 
agent, clarithromycin can reduce 
the risk of disseminated MAC,” 
said Dr. Mark Pierce of the Van¬ 
derbilt University School of Med¬ 
icine. “The study has shown that 
prophylactic use of clar¬ 
ithromycin extends the lives of 
patients with advanced AIDS.” ▼

What Are You 
Doing After 
New Year’s Eve? 


A ll the world’s cultures may 
not be able to agree upon a 
single date when new 
years are bom, but every¬ 
one enjoys marking that passage of 
time and the optimism it brings, 
whenever it happens. Most Ameri¬ 
cans traditionally look both back¬ 
ward and forward this Saturday 
night, but it seems clear that for¬ 
ward is the more important of the 
two. 

The longterm legacies of 1995 
are still too fresh and hot to be 
ready for scrutiny. Some of the 
things that now loom large - our 
current cowboy Congress, for in¬ 
stance - may be revealed later as 
just a slight hiccup that temporari¬ 
ly shook the body politic. Other 
things that seem all but meaning¬ 
less - too tiny for now, in fact, to 
speculate on them by name - could 
turn out to be extremely important. 
In any case, 1995 will soon belong 
to the ages and historians: let them 
determine its significance. 

But if 1995 belongs to histori¬ 
ans, 1996 belongs to the rest of us. 
And that’s why although New 
Year’s Eve is fun and lovable - is 
there any other holiday that 
promises so much? - what we do 
after then, on the 365 days that fol¬ 
low, is much more important. 

As we approached this holiday 
we asked some friends about their 
hopes for the new year. Almost all 
said they wanted to see a return to 
that famous San Francisco ac¬ 
tion/activity/activism of years’ past 
- and then admitted to a kind of 
adolescent wallflower syndrome 
that keeps them from initiating it. 

So perhaps this is a good time to 
consider making a resolution to be 
more resolved and more involved. 
And of course, activism can take 
many forms, from writing checks to 
candidates to writing letters to 
politicians to marching in the streets 


for important causes. 

The important thing is that 
many important things are on the 
horizon, including Supreme Court 
rulings on Amendment 2 and 
“Don’t Ask, Don’t Tell”; the possi¬ 
bility that research on HIV will 
catch up some against the virus; 
and maybe even the chance to 
marry each other. 

It should be a fun year, too, par¬ 
ticularly for fans of televised 
bloodsports. The dog-eat-dog 
world of politics is always enter¬ 
taining, but when the dogs in ques¬ 
tion include Phil Gramm, Pat 
Buchanan, and Bob Dole, our in¬ 
terest is especially piqued. And 
considering how much America al¬ 
ready resents and distrusts the 
GOP “leaders” they elected last 
time around, the end result of all 
that canine cannibalism is likely to 
be the nomination of an unelec¬ 
table candidate! How jolly. 

After that, if Bill Clinton does 
retain his hold on the White 
House, he might finally get confi¬ 
dent enough to fight those who 
fight us. That would be a welcome 
change, to have the so-called 
leader of the free world insisting 
that this country extend its free¬ 
doms to lesbians and gays. It’s too 
late for him to change the errors he 
made in 1995 - like running for 
cover on the Amendment 2 ques¬ 
tion, and filing against us in 
“Don’t Ask” cases - but it isn’t too 
late for him to be the president of 
all Americans in 1996.

Habari 

Gani?

T he celebration of Kwanzaa has much to 
offer everyone, especially those who 
have an inclusive notion of community, 
who struggle against the arbitrary and 
oppressive barriers that separate and limit us, 
and who are committed to a world view that is 
nurturing and accepting of individuality and di¬ 
versity. 

Kwanzaa has its roots in African harvest 
festivals and refers to the Swahili phrase 
matunda ya kwanzaa, meaning “first fruits of 
the harvest.” It is a non-heroic holiday in that 
no single person, leader, or movement is glori¬ 
fied in the ceremonies. Rather, attention is fo¬ 
cused upon a collective belief system and phi¬ 
losophy that stem from the communal life evi¬ 
denced in many African societies. This ritual¬ 
ized introspection has become a mechanism of 
empowerment as African-Americans continue 
to struggle in the face of the racism, violence, 
and genocide that obstruct and threaten their 
very existence in this country. 

The Kwanzaa ceremony generally begins 
with the host asking “Habari gani?” or “What 
is the news of the day?” Other participants re¬ 
spond with the name of the principle being 
honored that day - unity, self-determination, 
collective work and responsibility, cooperative 
economics, purpose, creativity, or faith. The 
candles on the kinara are lit with the recitation 
of the appropriate principles as each flame is 
ignited. The host then gives a description of the 
ceremonial objects and their meaning. After an 
open discussion of the importance that the 
principle of the day has in their daily lives and 
how they hope to incorporate the principle in 
meeting individual and community needs in 
the future, participants drink from a cup of 
unity, engage in a banquet feast, socialize, 
sing, or dance. All of these activities nurture a 
sense of community and interconnectedness 
that is sorely needed in our society where 
rugged individualism and self-sufficiency 
(bordering on selfishness and narcissism) are 
revered at the expense of alienating us from 
one another. 

In a time of incredible racial tension and in¬ 
sensitive governmental interventions or indif¬ 
ference, does not the need for unity become 
more intense? In a society that tends toward 
oppressive homogeneity, does not the need for 
self-determination become more pressing? 
During an economic depression, do not collec¬ 
tive work and responsibility and cooperative 
economics become imperative as more and 
more people are disenfranchised and marginal¬ 
ized? In a world of rapid change on many 
fronts, does one not need a sense of purpose or 
commitment to remain sane and functional? 
During the midst of a holocaust and misallo- 
cated resources, is there not a need for creativ¬ 
ity to ensure our very survival? At a time where 
loss, grief, and omnipresent oppression in 
many guises have broken many people’s spir¬ 
its, do we not need faith that we will persevere, 
heal ourselves, and one day be whole? Obvi¬ 
ously, as the above demonstrates, Kwanzaa 
does not have to be a “black” thing that others 
cannot understand. One just needs to be open 
and respectful of the experience... 

There is a cadre of people who believe that 
Kwanzaa should remain a ceremony by, for, and 
about African-Americans. I am a white person 
who has had the unique opportunity of experi¬ 
encing Kwanzaa many times. I came to the 
process from a point of respect, openness, and 
humility. I have learned many lessons from 
Kwanzaa that have enhanced my daily life, my 
relationships with others, and my commitment 
to anti-oppression work. In a similar way, I have 
experienced Passover Seder as a non-Jew. The 
subsequent understanding and respect for the in¬ 
tegrity and perseverance of those who have en¬ 
dured such oppression gained from that sharing 
was transforming and did much to attack any 
racist or anti-Semitic feelings percolating inside 
me. Ceremonies like Kwanzaa or Seder can be 
tools in the seemingly unending struggle against 
oppression, racism, and ethnocentrism. T

Attacking our caregivers 

Regarding the letter from Michael J. Pawlik, MD, 
of the Kaiser Permanente Medical Group remarking 
on ACT UP Golden Gate’s demonstration against 
Kaiser and the B.A.R. editor’s snide response that 
Kaiser does a shitty job, not the doctor, please re-read 
Dr. Pawlik’s letter which says at no time does “Doctor 
Kaiser Permanente” tell him how he can and cannot 
practice medicine. 

My lover and I have had Kaiser for over 25 years. 
I was hospitalized for two weeks with a collapsed 
lung and never saw Kaiser skimp on service. We were 
both robbed and mugged one Sunday morning on our 
way to an AIDS Walk. He required stitches to the 
scalp and I had a dislocated shoulder requiring many 
treatments. Not once did we see Kaiser skimp on care 
or tests which our doctors felt were necessary. Unlike 
private practitioners who order all kinds of tests to 
cover their asses (at patient/insurer expense), Kaiser 
doctors only order tests that they deem necessary and, 
as a result, keep their HMO cost affordable. 

As Pawlik indicated, he has many AIDS patients 
under his care with more being added continually and 
he treats each according to their needs and require¬ 
ments, not what “Doctor Kaiser Permanente” dictates. 
What more does ACT UP/Golden Gate expect? We 
contribute to AIDS charities to our financial limits. 
Dr. Pawlik is giving of his time and skills to his max¬ 
imum (he could make a lot more bucks in private 
practice). But to ACT UP/Golden Gate, this is not 
good enough. We have always admired ACT UP for 
its protests against government apathy and obscene 
profiteering by the pharmaceuticals but now, like 
wounded wild beasts, they are attacking their care¬ 
givers and nurturers. 

I would suggest that ACT UP (AIDS Coalition To 
Unleash Power) change its name to ACT DOWN 
(AIDS Coalition To Denounce Our Worthy Nurtur¬ 
ers). 

P.S. I doubt that B.A.R. will print this letter, or if 
they do, it will be followed by an editor’s snide re¬ 
sponse.

The Kaiser System 

I am writing in response to Dr. Pawlik’s letter 
about the ACT UP/Golden Gate demonstration on 
World AIDS Day. First, never did anyone say Dr. 
Pawlik was doing a poor job. I wonder why he takes 
this demonstration against the Kaiser System so per¬ 
sonally. 

I joined ACT UP/Golden Gate five months ago be¬ 
cause of the frustrating experiences I had with the 
Kaiser System. My friend Kris had AIDS and was a 
member of Kaiser. 

The Kaiser System is a failure much of the time for 
patients with HIV. Kris was put on dapsone as a pro¬ 
phylaxis for PCP because of an allergic reaction to 
Bactrim. He was hospitalized with PCP and eventual¬ 
ly de-sensitized to Bactrim much too late. In June of 
1995 Kris was hospitalized again. He had lost a lot of 
weight (10 to 20% of his original body weight) and 
was having problems walking. They never found any¬ 
thing wrong, and he was discharged. In July of 1995 
we went to the emergency room at the insistence of 
his ex-employer, an AIDS doctor elsewhere, and his 
own doctor in the Kaiser System. He could not walk 
and was shaking uncontrollably. We waited for nine 
hours before he was admitted, as doctor after doctor 
came in to see him. Again many tests were given and 
nothing was “wrong.” I now realize he had wasting, 
but then Kaiser doesn’t treat for wasting, so nothing 
would have been done anyway. Eventually Kris went 
into Coming Home Hospice. In November he began 
to have trouble with his left eye. One night he put his 
hand over his right eye and realized he was blind in 
his left eye. The next day he went to an ophthalmolo¬ 
gist who told him this was just a natural progression 
of CMV Retinitis that had been diagnosed a year ago. 
Kris and another friend who was with Kris said he 
was never diagnosed with CMV. The doctor quickly 
shut the file and said that Kris had to take some of the 
blame because he missed his July eye exam. Of course 
it didn’t matter that Kris had been in the hospital in 
July. 

Yes, Dr. Pawlik, the Kaiser System has turned me 
into a “fanatical activist.” I was employed for 15 years 
at the IRS before I retired on disability two years ago. 

I was pretty mainstream and hardly had a good foun¬ 
dation for my new career as “fanatical activist.” 

But I do know systems. And above all Kaiser is a 
“System.” 

Dr. Pawlik states that his care plan is based on 
knowledge, compassion, clinical experience and ex¬ 
perience of other practitioners and that “Dr. Kaiser 
Permanente” has never told him how to practice. Oh? 
Can he get a bDNA test? How does he measure treat¬ 
ment for patients with T-cells under 50? It is quite ac¬ 
cepted outside the Kaiser System to use this as a mea¬ 
sure of what is going on with a patient’s treatment. 
Can he prescribe Human Growth Hormone for wast¬ 
ing? That’s one of those greedy pharmaceutical com¬ 
panies’ expensive drugs that actually works. (Have 
they tried to work with those other greedy compa¬ 
nies?) And certainly he can treat CMV as soon as it 
appears. Well, not according to Dr. Kaiser Perma¬ 
nente. Maybe Dr. Pawlik needs to say to his patients, 
“This treatment may keep you healthy and extend 
your life.” Give the patient some choice. 


One thing that isn’t mentioned are the bonuses that 
Kaiser doctors get for prescribing the least expensive 
medicine, not the best, and keeping patients out of the 
hospital, even when they need it. 

Dr. Pawlik says his oath is “above all else, do no 
harm.” I think Kaiser’s oath is “above all else, do no 
harm to our pocketbook.” 

Kris encouraged me to go to the demonstration on 
World AIDS Day because he couldn’t. He died on De¬ 
cember 6, 1995. 

I am proud to be a new part of ACT UP/Golden 
Gate. We are unpaid volunteers who accept no money 
from drug companies. We work to gain access to treat¬ 
ment for people with AIDS. We work to help people 
with AIDS gain knowledge to make decisions with 
their doctors for their treatment. Dr. Pawlik has no 
need to fear AIDS activists, I hope. 

ACT UP! Fight Back! Fight AIDS! 

Fight for your lives. Fight excess profiteers.

Facts of healthcare 

As a Kaiser member of 41 years, originally as a 
benefit of my father’s union membership, I have wit¬ 
nessed many attacks on Kaiser for supposedly being a 
communist plot. The latest attack on Kaiser by the 
government spy-infested ACT UP and by the Califor¬ 
nia Nurses Association, many of whose members are 
friends and spouses of private-profit medical doctors, 
appears to be in that same reactionary tradition, since 
their motives are suspect. I witnessed a fellow Kaiser 
member who was a staunch union man and fighter for 
gay liberation die of AIDS after receiving all kinds of 
treatments and drugs from Kaiser, only one of which 
worked, namely the tranquilizer. They gave him 
everything available in 1986-89. The following has 
been true throughout the entire AIDS crisis and con¬ 
tinues to be true: 

(1) There is no cure for AIDS; 

(2) AIDS is a phony construct of 29 old diseases, 
including TB and VD, which the CDC now calls 
AIDS if HIV happens to be present. We have many 
viruses present in our body, but TB and VD are always 
TB and VD, no matter what viruses are in our system; 

(3) The AIDS crisis will only end when we have 
guaranteed, fully government-funded medical care for 
everyone, from cradle to grave. 

I suggest ACT UP and CNA wake up to the facts 
of the AIDS crisis as stated above and concentrate 
their efforts on replacing the private profit healthcare 
system with a national healthcare system that guaran¬ 
tees healthcare to all.

Stop substandard care 

ACT UP/Golden Gate would like to thank the San 
Francisco AIDS Foundation, Shanti, Project Inform, 
the People With AIDS Coalition, Mobilization 
Against AIDS, the Metropolitan Community Church, 
and many other groups that supported our World 
AIDS Day protest to improve patient care at Kaiser. 

We would also like to thank all the Kaiser mem¬ 
bers who have called in their support. Our work to 
stop substandard care at Kaiser has come after years 
of calls from Kaiser members with AIDS who were 
denied crucial tests and treatments and watched loved 
ones die inside a system that seems to put money be¬ 
fore patient health. As people with AIDS and Kaiser 
members, we have met with Kaiser administrators for 
years (most recently, just days before the protest) but 
patient care remains sub-standard for many PWAs. 

For example, Kaiser refuses to give patients with 
wasting syndrome access to Human Growth Hor¬ 
mone, despite the fact that two of the three people 
with AIDS who die in San Francisco every day die of 
wasting complications. For many patients, Human 
Growth Hormone is the only available treatment that 
halts wasting and increases lean body mass, which re¬ 
searchers believe is crucial to improved survival. Even 
Medi-Cal, recognizing its importance, offers human 
growth hormone to patients with wasting syndrome. 
Kaiser refuses to pay for the drug because it says it is 
too expensive, but it does offer patients Thalidomide, 
which is highly experimental; there is little data to 
suggest that it can help patients increase lean body 
mass, but it is very cheap. Kaiser will apparently let 
patients die of malnutrition rather than give them the 
most effective treatment for wasting syndrome. At the 
same time, Kaiser physicians receive financial bonus¬ 
es if they reduce the amount of money they spend on 
drugs and keep people, even sick people, out of the 
hospital. How much money is the life of a person with 
AIDS worth? 

Kaiser has also failed to institute a recommended 
standard of care for HIV disease. Consequently, many 
people with AIDS fail to receive crucial screening and 
diagnostic tests that let them know whether they have 
pneumocystis pneumonia and other problems.

Coming together 
over Crypto 

After reading the Dennis Conkin report on the 
Cryptosporidium Task Force (B.A.R., 12/7/95), I’ve 
become motivated to write. I am a Registered Nurse, 
member of the Crypto Task Force and a PWA who has 
survived Cryptosporidiosis (the disease caused by the 
parasite Cryptosporidium Parvum). The effects of this 
parasite on members of our community concerns me 
greatly, both on a personal and a professional level. 
This disease is serious and frequently fatal. 

I understand it’s occasionally necessary for a re¬ 
porter to cover a story without actually being there, 
but I do have difficulty understanding the use of 
quotes from people who also weren’t there. This un¬ 
fortunately resulted in slanted coverage. Let me also 
point out that several community activists were ap¬ 
pointed members of the Task Force and none of them 
were quoted. 

While I agree with many of the concerns of my 
friends in ACT UP, I am very disappointed that Su¬ 
pervisor Carole Migden is being scapegoated for “de¬ 
serting us on this issue.” Carole Migden led the effort 
to bring this issue out of the shadows and into City 
Hall. She sponsored the legislation that created the 
Crypto Task Force and took the initiative to insure that 
our community was well represented on it. It was 
through the leadership of Carole Migden that the 
AIDS Office agreed to a pamphlet warning of the pos¬ 
sible risk of Crypto from our tap water. In addition, 
the Health Dept, has committed to education and out¬ 
reach efforts in our community. The important thing 
to remember is that the Crypto Task Force was only 
the beginning of coming to grips with Crypto. The 
work will go on. Doctors must be educated and re¬ 
minded to test for Crypto in HIV+ patients with diar¬ 
rhea. Accurate and complete numbers will help define 
the scope of this problem. Carole Migden’s office is 
currently working with bottled water companies to get 
bottled water routinely tested to determine which 
brands are Crypto-safe. Some of us from the Task 
Force are helping in this effort. 

I’m grateful to Carole Migden for opening the door 
on this issue. We need to go forward in a positive and 
constructive manner to improve the lives and reduce 
the Crypto exposure risks for our PWAs and HIV+s. 
Attacking people who step forward to work on the 
problems besetting us does not help PWAs. No one is 
to blame for Crypto. We do need to take responsibili¬ 
ty for responding to it. Blame, mudslinging, and slant¬ 
ed articles seriously impede our ability to go from the 
Crypto Task Force stage to the next level of response 
to this crisis. I hope we can come together to look for 
solutions to Crypto as a health problem and not a po¬ 
litical weapon. People’s lives depend on it.

Leader of the Pack 


N ext Monday rings in a 
new year, 1996, a presi¬ 
dential election year. Al¬ 
though the campaign has 
been percolating for nearly an en¬ 
tire year, we are now really off and 
running. 

With the Democratic incum¬ 
bent’s popularity suddenly rising 
again, the tussle among the GOP 
hopefuls will surely become a bit¬ 
terly fought, mean-spirited battle 
- “moderates” (like Bob Dole) vs. 
the more right-wing factions. So 
how do the Republican candidates 
stack up as we enter the fray? 

Kansas Senator Dole is still the 
GOP favorite to win the August 
nomination in San Diego, but so 
far none of the Republican hope¬ 
fuls is catching fire with the vot¬ 
ers. Bob Dole, who would be 73 
by the time he took office, has 
seemingly locked up most of the 
big-name party endorsements; has 
the most money (he has more cash 
on hand than all the other GOP 
candidates combined, except, of 
course, multimillionaire Steve 
Forbes); and has adopted the so- 
called “Rose Garden strategy”: 
work hard, play up his role as sen¬ 
ate majority leader, and make no 
spontaneous statements if he can 
avoid it (thereby not landing in 
any political hot water). 

Even Dole’s campaign people 
privately admit that much of the 
senator’s poll support is soft, and 
many think he’s too old to take on 
Bill Clinton, particularly in na¬ 
tionally televised debates. His re¬ 
cent waffle on the anti-abortion 
debate alarmed some of the 
party’s far-right zealots, like 
Ralph Reed of the Christian 
Coalition. However, if Dole wins 
convincingly in New Hampshire, 
it will probably be him - and 
maybe Colin Powell - against 
Clinton and A1 Gore next Novem¬ 
ber. (Yes, I know General Powell 
says he want no part of elective 
politics “for the time being,” but 
don’t be surprised at a change of 
heart if Dole comes calling.) 

As for the rest of the field, 
Texas Senator Phil Gramm still 
hopes to raise money from his 
Lone Star oil cronies to stay com¬ 
petitive in the primaries until the 
so-called “Southern Super Tues¬ 
day” March 12. On that day 358 
delegates will be chosen in Flori¬ 
da, Louisiana, Mississippi, Okla¬ 
homa, Tennessee, and Texas. 
Gramm should do well there if he 
can only make it through the next 
couple months. 

Former Tennessee Gov. 
Lamar Alexander has been run¬ 
ning for nearly a year as a “Wash¬ 
ington outsider,” but despite con¬ 
stant campaigning and raising a 
respectable amount of money, he 


is still very much a long shot. He 
would no doubt only become a 
player if Dole’s campaign were to 
somehow completely collapse. 

Other GOP hopefuls have even 
bigger problems than either 
Gramm or Alexander. Indiana 
Senator Richard Lugar, probably 
the brightest of the bunch, has run 
a lackluster effort and will proba¬ 
bly not last until the August con-

vention. Television commentator 
and notorious homophobe Pat 
Buchanan will likely do well in 
New Hampshire and possibly 
Florida, but he, too, will fall be¬ 
fore the GOP meets to pick its 
nominee. Conservative black 
radio commentator Alan Keys 
and California’s right-wing Repre¬ 
sentative Bob Dornan are taken 
seriously by no one. Dornan, in 
fact, is expected to drop out after 
the first of the year so as not to 
jeopardize his congressional seat. 

The one “new” face that Bob 
Dole should be watching, howev¬ 
er, is publishing magnate Steve 
Forbes. Mr. Forbes pledges to 
spend up to $25 million of his own 
money and could end up as Dole’s 
only GOP opponent in the all-im¬ 
portant New York primary. Mr. 
Forbes is a resident of New Jersey, 
and, of course, the Forbes name is 
particularly well-known in its 
neighboring state. 

With all of Bob Dole’s careful 
handling, the majority leader is 
not above making serious political 
errors. Witness the Log Cabin 
check snafu and the Meet the 
Press abortion debacle. 

Furthermore, on that same tele¬ 
vision show. Dole raised the tem¬ 
peratures of Jesse Helms, Ralph 
Reed, Phyllis Schlafly, and their 
ilk when he suggested that he 
might indeed ask Colin Powell to 
be his running mate. When you 
add to all that the likelihood that 
one Ross Perot will again be on 
the ballot in most states as the 
nominee of his new Reform Party, 
the GOP nomination just might 
not be worth a hill of beans to Bob 
Dole or anyone else.

activist Steve Michael, has quali¬ 
fied as a Democratic presidential 
candidate (along with Bill Clinton 
and 19 other Dems) for the New 
Hampshire primary. Michael: 
“While the nation is focused on 
New Hampshire, this is a good 
time to focus voters on the AIDS 
crisis and on Bill Clinton’s failure 
to live up to his 1992 campaign 
promises on AIDS.” 

Every politician’s dream: Re¬ 
cently elected Rep. Tom Camp¬ 
bell, despite having spent $1.6 
million on his successful San Jose 
area race against Jerry Estruth, 
has $250,000 left over, sure mak¬ 
ing it difficult for anyone to think 
about opposing him next Novem¬ 
ber. 

Hey, whatta guy! Governor 
Pete Wilson “quietly” turned 
down his $6,000 pay raise. I 
thought “quietly” meant you did 
something without fanfare. Well, 
that’s how his press spokesperson 
put it at any rate. Still his current 
$120,000 plus perks sounds pretty 
good to me. 

Supervisor Carole Migden 
will win the Assembly seat vacat¬ 
ed by Mayor-Elect Willie Brown. 
I’ll wager my first-born on it. 

Incidentally, LA Assemblyman 
Richard Katz, a pro-gay protege 
of Brown’s in Sacramento for 
many years, was chosen last week 
to succeed our incoming mayor as 
the Assembly’s Democratic 
leader. 

Everyone at City Hall is point¬ 
ing fingers at the collapse of dis¬ 
trict elections (too damned many 
confusing options). Why not just 
go back to 11 district seats? 

Next to Willie Brown and Ter¬ 
ence Hallinan, the big winner on 
December 12 was definitely cam¬ 
paign consultant Jack Davis - still 
the best around. 

Meanwhile, the new downtown 
ball-park plan looks good to me. 
The same goes for Senator Bar¬ 
bara Boxer’s advocating that 
both Congress and the president 
should be denied their paychecks 
until they deliver a budget. Bravo,

History

jS®l|l uite a century this has 
1 been, this 20th (by the 
1 1 Christian and now com- 
^ ilil mon calendar). When the 
odometer kicks over, we’ll likely 
have it up to here with the cliches 
about going from the horse and 
buggy to the moon landing. My¬ 
self, I’ve always been much more 
fascinated by the people who have 
been around to see all those 
changes, the living historians 
among us.

As we roll toward the 21st cen¬ 
tury, we lose more and more of 
them. I remember reading about 
as a child, and seeing on televi¬ 
sion, the occasional centenarian 
Civil War veteran or ex-slave; 
they’ve been gone for some time 
now. The gathering of Quake and 
Fire survivors at Lotta’s Fountain 
before dawn every April 18 is not 
long for this world (we note the 
recent passing, at age 109, of na¬ 
tive son Sidney Amber). 

I inherited this appreciation. 
The women in my family routine¬ 
ly delayed motherhood till after 
30, and the first- and second-hand 
stories I grew up with reach back 
into the 19th century. I thus grew 
up with a strong sense of being 
both an individual and the next in 
a line of lively and adventurous 
folks. I was also just old enough to 
pay attention when taken for the 
last ride on this ferry line or that 
passenger train. I cherish the gift 
of perspective my ancestors have 
given me; among other things, it’s 
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10 percent of all company profits go to local AIDS organizations to help fight the battle against AIDS.

prepared me for my own old age, 
when I’ll no doubt pass along my 
Stonewall-era memories and the 
stories told me by my mentors. 

Difficult task 

And so the roundabout lead-in 
circles to this week’s task, one - 
alas - no doubt doomed to failure: 
the search for any old photos of a 
woman who won’t even make it 
into a footnote of lesbian history, 
but left someone behind eager for 
any connection with her. 

The only thing of note that San 
Francisco native Beverley Jean 
Luce did was serve one year as 
president of the local chapter of 
the Daughters of Bilitis. By the 
end of her term, she had alienated 
many people; she was an alco¬ 
holic, neurotic, and a compulsive 
talker, sometimes crude. In retro¬ 
spect, she was probably wildly 
bipolar. And, having straddled the 
fence between coming out and 
staying in the closet for ten years 
till the ’70s brought an upsurge of 
lesbian pride, she was very much a 
victim of a more homophobic era 
- one whose first- and second¬ 
hand stories live in women around 
you. 

For as dreadful as her company 
could be, Bev had a very caring 
side. I’m trying here to repay a 
debt I owe her for giving me an al¬ 
ternative to being out on the 
streets when, in 1971, I left my 
parents’ house suddenly and under 
a cloud. I didn’t last the summer in 
her flat, but she enabled me to 
land on my feet. 

Somehow, we remained 
friends, and I quickly came to un¬ 
derstand how she had accumulat¬ 
ed the pain she too often tried to 
numb with alcohol. Her mother 
had committed suicide when Bev 
was a child. After being caught up 
in a garden variety gay bar raid, 
Bev lost a cherished job as a play¬ 
ground director. 

Later, while working at a 
liquor store in the Mission, she bet 
a home-cooked meal on the base¬ 
ball All-Star game with the local 
beat cop. She lost; after dinner and 
too many drinks, she ended up in a 
compromising situation - and 
pregnant. A lifelong Catholic, she 
would not consider abortion. After 
wearing heavy coats to hide her 
pregnancy in shame from her fam¬ 
ily, she put her daughter up for 
adoption. 

Now, this is someone who 
loved children; she had now lost 
both her job working with them 
and her own child. In the time I 


knew her, she fell into a deep de¬ 
pression each year around 
Tammi’s birthday, and could never 
speak of her without her eyes 
misting. 

Positive change 

Being elected president of the 
D.O.B. was something that gave 
Bev self-esteem for the first time 
in her life. Of course, someone 
had to undercut her again, this 
time her spiritual counselors, 
shocked that she would peacefully 
accept her sexuality. 

Even so, in the spring of 1974, 
Bev seemed to have turned a cor¬ 
ner. We had a visit during which 
she actually shut up and listened, 
and understood this was a positive 
change. A month later, after no an¬ 
swers to my repeated phone calls, 
I went past her house. There was a 
coroner’s seal on the door. Bev 
had given up and shot herself in 
the head. 

I somehow kept from going 
over the edge myself in 1974. 
Eighteen years later, I faced the 
challenge of seeing my father and 
making peace before he died. As 
other hurtful things were happen¬ 
ing concurrently, I was left emo¬ 
tionally exhausted. A week after 
the funeral, I got a telephone mes¬ 
sage from Tammi, looking for in¬ 
formation on her birth mother. I 
thought of how much it would 
have meant to Bev to have known 
her daughter always thought about 
her, and would come looking for 
her once she’d grown up. And I 
cried for her again. 

After a fruitless search of my 
files (and the Historical Society’s), 
I called old friends to see if any¬ 
one had any photos of Bev to give 
Tammi. Everyone I called, even 
Phyllis and Del, was stunned to 
hear she’d ever had a baby. I was 
the only one who’d ever known - 
news that compounded my grief 
and stress past bearability. 

I recovered, just as Tammi 
(raised in a Christian home) got 
over hearing, simultaneously, of 
her birth mother’s lesbianism and 
suicide. She’s a fine, fine young 
woman who got gay-positive in a 
big hurry. And I’m hoping against 
hope that someone who reads this 
column will find an old photo 
tucked away somewhere to share 
with Tammi. Send them to Tammi 
Grier, 21121 Canyon View Drive, 
Saratoga CA 95070. 

And say a prayer, or light a 
candle, for her birth mother: one 
of our tragic stories, a sister far too 
fragile for her time. ▼

District Judge Mary Little Parell 
granted a motion Monday, De¬ 
cember 18 for a preliminary in¬ 
junction preventing the gay 
“Rainbow Card Foundation” 
charity from using that trade 
name in the New York/New Jer¬ 
sey area.

A lawsuit against the Rainbow 
Card Foundation had been filed 
by attorneys for “Rainbow Foun¬ 
dation Inc.,” a statewide New Jer¬ 
sey charity based in Middletown 
that has provided medical help, 
financial assistance, and shelter 
to ailing New Jersey children for 
more than ten years, to stop the 
use of its confusingly similar 
name. 

Rainbow Card Foundation is a 
charitable organization affiliated 
with the Rainbow Card, a Visa 
credit card, targeted at gay and 
lesbian consumers. Tennis star 
Martina Navratilova is the card’s 
unpaid spokesperson. Proceeds 
from the card will benefit gay and 
lesbian causes, including the Na¬ 
tional Center for Lesbian Rights, 
AIDS, and breast cancer re¬ 
search. 

“Their causes are not our 
causes,” Rainbow Foundation’s 
attorney Robert S. Bonney Jr. 
said when filing the motion for an 
injunction. “To have someone 
with celebrity status using a sim¬ 
ilar trademark will confuse our 
potential contributors.” 

Rainbow Foundation had ar¬ 
gued that the dual use of the 
name could severely undermine 
its ability to raise funds and pro¬ 
vide assistance to needy children. 
Rainbow Foundation raised more 
than $250,000 last year from in¬ 
dividuals and corporate sponsors. 
With cuts in government pro¬ 
grams, it is competing more ag¬ 
gressively than ever for dona¬ 
tions. 

“Such things as good will, 
reputation, name recognition, and 
the causes you champion make a 
tremendous difference in the abil¬ 


ity of a charity to obtain the fi¬ 
nancial support of individuals, 
corporations, and other philan¬ 
thropic organizations,” said Mar¬ 
garet B. Karaban, president and 
executive director of the Rainbow 
Foundation, in her affidavit to the 
U.S. District Court in Trenton. 

In her ruling, Judge Parell 
agreed, saying Rainbow Founda¬ 
tion’s efforts to acquire contribu¬ 
tions in the NY/NJ area will be 
“irreparably harmed” by the con¬ 
tinued use of the name in the area 
by Rainbow Card Foundation. 

The preliminary injunction 
prevents Rainbow Card Founda¬ 
tion from using that name in the 
State of New Jersey, New York 
City, Rockland and Westchester 
counties of New York State, and 
Fairfield County, Connecticut. 

“The foundation is very 
pleased that 12 years of its work 
in establishing its name and repu¬ 
tation as a charity for children has 
been recognized by the court, and 
will not now be diminished by 
possible confusion,” Bonney said 
after the ruling. 

The Center for Disease Con¬ 
trol has published a directory 
aimed at employers who want to 
avoid discriminating against HIV¬ 
positive employees. The free. 
Business Guide For HIV-Posi¬ 
tive Employees is available to 
managers or to employees who 
want more information about their 
rights.

tim whether the acid had been 
placed around the hole or it was 
thrown on him.” 

Addison also reported that 
after one of the victims was in¬ 
jured, a Frenchy’s K&T employ¬ 
ee flatly refused to let him use the 
bathroom to attend to his genital 
injury. 

"He had to buy a can of Coke 
and pour it onto his penis," Addi¬ 
son said. 

One man sought medical 
treatment for his injuries, which 
included open sores, she said. 

One victim has said his injury 
is slow to heal, because erections 
cause the scabs from the bleeding 
bums to break open. 

Bring a towlette 

According to Addison, CUAV 
is working with the Frenchy’s re¬ 
gional management about the in¬ 
cident and ways of responding if 
similar situations occur. 


She said the company would 
board up the glory holes but also 
said that Community United 
Against Violence "had no prob¬ 
lem" if people wished to use 
glory holes for sexual contact. 

She said that patrons of such 
establishments should be aware 
of the potential dangers and use 
discretion. 

Addison recommended that 
people also educate themselves 
with first aid tips and carry mate¬ 
rials like moist towlettes. 

Addison told the Bay Area 
Reporter that the suspect is de¬ 
scribed as approximately 35-38 
years old, has reddish-brown 
hair, is approximately 5’H” tall, 
dresses nicely - and is uncircum¬ 
cised. ▼

Singled In, For

TV has announced that 
lesbians and gays will 
be included in at least 
one episode of the net¬ 
work’s dating game show. Singled 
Out. The Akron Beacon Journal 
reported December 12 that Sin¬ 
gled Out will have “an all-gay au¬ 
dience for one show, giving one 
man and one woman the chance to 
land a same-sex date.” 

Even if limited to a single 
broadcast, MTV’s progressive 
move represents a major media 
milestone. The “mainstream,” 
commercial networks have never 
included lesbians or gays on any 
of television’s myriad relationship 
shows. From The Dating Game to 
Love Connection, all such popular 
shows have been fiercely hetero¬ 
sexist. 

For lesbians or gay men, visi¬ 
ble affection has been a long¬ 
standing television taboo. As a 
past issue of Entertainment Week¬ 
ly (June 10, 1994) opined, homo¬ 
sexuals on television are “turning 
up regularly ... but when it comes 
to romance it’s all talk and no ac¬ 
tion.” 

In each episode of Singled Out 
contestants employ various tech¬ 
niques to “weed out” a date from a 
large group of contenders. Ac¬ 
cording to the MTV’s official, 
original synopsis: “ Singled Out is 
the ultimate relationship show 
where contestants get a chance to 
choose their ideal mate from a stu¬ 
dio audience filled with the oppo¬ 
site sex.” Now - for once, at least 
- the same sex will be included 
too.

SPOUSAL SUPPORT ...De¬ 
spite ABC’s paranoid reschedul¬ 
ing of the show, Roseanne' s De¬ 
cember 12 broadcast still carried 
an affirmative message of gay 
love. The episode - “December 
Bride” - centered on the wedding 
of recurring character “Leon” and 
his lover “Scott.” 

To viewers that complained 
about ABC’s decision to broadcast 
the show at a later time (in order to 


“protect” children), the company 
has responded: “The show was not 
pushed back because of the homo¬ 
sexual wedding between the char¬ 
acters played by Martin Mull and 
Fred Willard, but due to the adult 
humor that was sprinkled through¬ 
out the episode.” 

That excuse appears disingenu¬ 
ous at best, especially since other 
8 p.m. sitcoms on ABC have fea¬ 
tured much more “adult” - but 
significantly heterosexual - 
humor. 

In any event, the advertisers 
who bought time during the con¬ 
troversial broadcast are bound to 
catch flack from homophobic 
media watchdog groups like the 
American Family Association. 
Companies supporting the “De¬ 
cember Bride” episode included: 
Denny’s, 20th Century Fox, Tri- 
Star, Universal Studios, Stetson 
Cologne, Pillsbury, Taco Bell, and 
Fox Home Video.

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PARADING IT ...Lynn Minton 
writes a weekly column, “Fresh 
Voices,” that provides a forum for 
youth discussions of current 
events. Minton’s column appears 
in Parade Magazine, a popular 
supplement included in Sunday 
newspapers across the nation. 

The December 10 edition of 
“Fresh Voices” examined the issue 
of “‘Special Rights’ and Affirma¬ 
tive Action.” For this column, 
Minton featured the perspectives 
of five teens. Her chorus of “fresh 
voices” was composed of one 
woman, three whites, and two 
African-American men. Four par¬ 
ticipants were 17 years old; one 
young man was 18. 

One of the (white, 17-year-old) 
boys, Sean, opened the discussion 
by arguing: “I am against all spe¬ 
cial rights for minorities. ... I also 
believe that gays should not have 
special rights. Certain cities in 
Colorado have a law which gives 
gays special status as a minority in 
college, in hiring situations or 
whatever. And I’m not for that.” 

Significantly, Minton interject¬ 
ed: “Are you talking about ... 
policies which grant preferences 
... or are you talking about the 
laws that say you can’t discrimi¬ 
nate against someone because of 
their sexual orientation - like the 
laws that say you can’t discrimi-

nate on the basis of race, religion, 
national origin, or gender?” Sean 
admitted he was “not familiar with 
the exact laws,” and added: “It’s 
just what I’ve been told. I thought 
they granted some sort of ‘special 
rights’ status for gays.” 

Sean also insisted: “We already 
have anti-discrimination in the 
Constitution. That’s the basic 
premise we are founded on - that 
we are all created equal.” To 
which a savvy Amanda (the lone 
female) replied: “But when they 
said, ‘All men are created equal,’ 
they meant except blacks, women 
and homosexuals. ... Our society 
has a long way to go ... before 
we’re on equal ground.” She 
added: “As for homosexuals, 
they’re not asking for special 
rights, they’re asking to be equal.” 

The other youths tended to 
agree, for the most part, with 
Amanda. Most took eloquent 
stands against homophobia and 
racism. Rob, one of the young 
African-American men, admitted 
that “Homosexuality goes against 
everything I’ve ever been taught. 
But,” he said, “I really don’t see 
why people should discriminate 
because of it.” 

While Sean persisted (however 
more hesitantly) with his “no spe¬ 
cial rights for gays” rhetoric, Rob 
was given the last word. The col¬ 
umn concluded with Rob’s retort 
to Sean: “As for ‘special rights,’ 
there was a time in our history 
when it was considered a ‘special 
right’ for a black person just to 
walk down the street.” 

Today - at a time when so 
many adults are deceived by the 
fallacy of “special rights” (espe¬ 
cially through insidious efforts to 
pit ethnicity against sexual orien¬ 
tation) - Minton’s contribution to 
helping children towards clarity is 
particularly admirable. In several 
past columns, as well, Minton has 
provided similarly accurate and 
affirmative coverage.

Arraignment Delayed in 
Water Sports Film Case 

'Bad Brad' Probably Won't Make It to Court

Illness forced postponement of 
the early December arraignment of 
Los Angeles gay filmmaker and 
photographer Brad Braverman on 
charges of distributing obscenity. 
According to his attorney, Nanci 
Clarence of Steel, Clarence & 
Buckley in San Francisco, the artist 
probably will never make it to 
court. 

“His condition is very serious,” 
Clarence told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter. “At one point several weeks 
ago, we thought he was going to 
die, but he pulled ’round.” 

A show of the artist’s pho¬ 
tographs recently ran at Mark I. 
Chester Gallery on Folsom Street. 
Despite his illness, Braverman ap¬ 
peared at the show’s opening in 
November. He was hospitalized 
shortly thereafter. 

The charges follow a Los Ange¬ 
les Police Department raid on 
Braverman’s Silverlake studio in 
September, in which they confis¬ 
cated his computer, files, office 
equipment, and prints of his films. 
Known in the pom world as “Bad 
Brad,” Braverman produced and 
directed such films as dis/connect- 
ed, fetish and hush, as well as 
pissed, the film that prompted the 
police action. His most recent film, 
RAW/shocked, screened this sum¬ 
mer at a museum in Kansas City. 

Braverman’s publicist Craig 
Whitman told the B.A.R. the raid 


occurred after someone from the 
LAPD vice squad ordered a copy 
of pissed and deemed it obscene. 
Based on images from Robert 
Mapplethorpe and other photogra¬ 
phers, pissed shows scenes of men 
urinating on and into other men. 

The kind of vice squad sting 
that netted Braverman is unfortu¬ 
nately not an uncommon occur¬ 
rence in L.A., according to Whit¬ 
man. 

“They’re not just going after 
Brad,” he asserted. “This is just the 
tip of the iceberg. There’s so much 
going on that people don’t know 
about.” 

Clarence, who also represents 
Falcon Studios in its legal affairs, 
agreed obscenity cases are on the 
rise, and “not just” in Southern 
California. “It’s a growth year in 
obscenity prosecutions,” she said 
with irony, noting her firm has sev¬ 
eral related cases awaiting official 
action. “We do a lot of First 
Amendment-related work. It seems 
officials at every level are getting 
much more interested in pursuing 
these cases.” 

Clarence has no idea why the 
police targeted Bad Brad. ‘That 
question always befuddles me. 
Prosecutors don’t ponder the why. I 
think it just crossed their radar 
screen, and they acted,” she said. 

“That’s the problem with ob¬ 
scenity: there’s always selectivity. 
That’s why it’s a dangerous law, to 
let the vice squad decide who gets 


prosecuted and who doesn’t,” she 
said. “It’s a threat to democracy in 
my view.” 

What especially troubles her is 
the pressure from federal agencies. 
“You would think under this ad¬ 
ministration it wouldn’t be a prior¬ 
ity. But the task force set up as a re¬ 
sult of the Meese Commission 
under Reagan is still very active. I 
think they’re actually more active 
than in the past,” she said. 

Whitman said he is incensed 
over what happened. 

“They’re doing it with some 
wonderful person like Bradley 
Braverman. He’s a wonderful com¬ 
municator. He’s had something im¬ 
portant to say on all these topics, 
and now he’s not only being taken 
away from us, he’s being hounded 
by the police,” Whitman stated. 

The irony of the case, he added, 
is that those most likely to have 
their “base interests” raised by 
pissed don’t seem to like it. “The 
movie was so non-erotic that a 
water sports club here in L.A. 
would not show it,” he reported. 

“This is a very dangerous trend 
because Brad’s material clearly has 
artistic merit,” Clarence comment¬ 
ed. “It’s terrifying for those of us in 
the gay and lesbian community to 
have someone from outside our 
community deeming work ob¬ 
scene, when they don’t have the 
same cultural context we have. It’s 
really the worst example of govern¬ 
ment intrusion into our lives.”T

L ast year’s predictions of 
“benign neglect” of gay is¬ 
sues by the new Republi¬ 
can Congress held true: 
gay bashing was about the same as 
it was the previous few years 
under Democratic control. Ryan 
White was reauthorized with 
some fine tuning, and AIDS fund¬ 
ing inched upwards. 

I goofed on saying Melinda 
Paras would not survive the year 
at the National Gay and Lesbian 
Task Force. And was half right on 
Roberta Achtenberg leaving the 
Clinton administration; she, of 
course, left to run for mayor of 
San Francisco. 

So with a glass of eggnog and 
some trepidation I took a squeegee 
to the old lavender crystal ball and 
peered into 1996. 

Elections 

It’s a long time out to predict, 
but Bill Clinton looks to be the 
odds-on favorite to win reelection. 
It proves the adage, you can’t beat 
someone with no one. Look for 
him to get about the same number 
of votes as last time. Two wild 
cards are the economy, will it start 
to slide downhill, and body bags 
from Bosnia and Haiti? Either 
could sink him. 

Steve Michael’s quixotic chal¬ 
lenge to Clinton on AIDS in the 
Democratic primaries could cause 
a lot more worries than White 
House politicos imagine. The 
press isn’t going to have much to 
write about this primary season 
and Michael’s principled stand 
could give him ink and protest 
voters a place to make a state¬ 
ment. 

Bob Dole leads the Republican 
pack and it is his to lose. There 
will be surprises in New Hamp¬ 
shire and elsewhere, probably a 
kinder, gentler Steve Forbes re¬ 
placing the vitriolic Pat 
Buchanan as the protest vote of 
choice for Republicans. But it 
seems the only thing that will 
deny Dole the nomination is his 
own health. His choice of a run¬ 
ning mate could be the difference 
between winning and losing in 
November. If he chooses someone 
who can generate their own ex¬ 
citement - chiefly Colin Powell - 
then he might be able to upset 
Clinton. 

Ironically enough, a Dole pres¬ 
idency would likely include the 
first openly gay cabinet Secretary 
- retiring Rep. Steve Gunderson, 
at Agriculture or possibly Educa¬ 
tion. 

Republicans will retain control 
of the Senate, picking up a few 


seats but not the 60 necessary to 
close off filibusters. In North Car¬ 
olina Jesse Helms will again face 
a tight race, and if the Democrats 
again nominate Harvey Gantt, 
Helms will eke out a tight win. 

One of the most interesting 
races will be in Massachusetts, 
where very pro-gay Democratic 
incumbent John Kerry is being 
challenged by Republican 
William Weld, called by many the 
most pro-gay governor in the na¬ 
tion. Too bad one of them can’t be 
elected from another state - say, 
North Carolina. 

Newt Gingrich will remain as 
Speaker of the House, as Republi¬ 
cans pad their margin of control 
by a handful of seats. 

That is due chiefly to 
the number of De¬ 
mocrats retiring, 
especially in the 
South, and the likely 
pickup Republicans 
will make in those open 
seats. Barney Frank 
will be the only openly 
gay Member elected to 
the 105th Congress. 

AIDS 

The big AIDS news of 
1995 was moving promising 
lab research through trials 
and regulatory approval. 

This year will see the usual 
number of research “break¬ 
through” announcements, 
some of which will pan out in 
the long run and others that 
won’t. Most of the news from the 
labs will take several more years 
to move from discovery to clinical 
use. 

The average PWA comes 
front and center this year with 
widespread availability of newly 
approved drugs such as 3TC and 
protease inhibitors, which now be¬ 
come part of the mix of front line 
treatment for AIDS. 

Money will become the key 
issue. These expensive new med¬ 
ications will push many PWAs 
with private health insurance up to 
their drug and/or policy caps. 
AIDS Drug Assistance Programs 
(ADAP) for people without re¬ 
sources could easily face demands 
totaling over $1 billion for the 
year. And if research shows (as 
seems likely) that these medica¬ 
tions are beneficial for people in¬ 
fected with HIV long before they 
suffer an AIDS-defining infection, 
then the demand for ADAP money 
could increase several fold. The 
funding just isn’t there. 

The Senate will take up modest 
reform of the Food and Drug 
Administration (FDA) early in 
the year. Their draft legislation has 


the support of most AIDS ac¬ 
tivists. The House seems more in¬ 
tent upon pushing for radical re¬ 
form which would rely less upon 
government regulation and more 
upon market forces. Look for the 
Senate to win most of their points. 

Reauthorization of the Nation¬ 
al Institutes of Health (NIH) may 
prove to be a more contentious 
matter, with AIDS, genetic re¬ 


search, and a replay of battles over 
fetal tissue research at its center. 
The Office of AIDS Research 
(OAR) was created as an “institute 
without walls” to coordinate AIDS 
research within the separate enti¬ 
ties of the NIH. It has had mixed 
success, in large part because of 
the autonomy of institute direc¬ 
tors. 

The Levine Group is making 
the first evaluation of all NIH- 
sponsored AIDS research. Its re¬ 
port is due out in late January. It is 
likely to show deficiencies in 
many areas, parallel to those re¬ 
ported in 1995 at the National 
Cancer Institute, which has the 
largest single AIDS research bud¬ 
get at NIH. That could stimulate 
public debate on whether to retain 
the current “institute without 
walls” character of OAR, or con¬ 


solidate those programs under a 
separate, newly created Institute 
of AIDS. 

The Clinton White House will 
continue to be virtually a non¬ 
player in these debates. 

The Courts 

The U.S. Supreme Court will 
return a verdict favorable to les¬ 
bians and gays on the Colorado 
Amendment 2 case. But the opin¬ 
ions are likely to be divided and 
leave muddy the issue of initiative 
challenges to rights of gay and les¬ 
bian Americans. The 
earlier the decision 
comes down, the 
more positive it is 
likely to be for the 
community, and the 
more it is likely to im¬ 
pact on other cases 
working their way 
through the system. 

The military policy 
of “Don’t Ask, Don’t 
Tell” is on appeal in two 
different federal circuit 
courts. The decision on 
Thomasson v Perry is like¬ 
ly to come out of the Fourth 
Circuit in Richmond in late win¬ 
ter. There is a reasonable chance it 
will be favorable. 

The second case, Able v Perry , 
being decided in New York, was 
favorable to gays in the first 
round. That is likely to be sus¬ 
tained by the three-member panel 
of the Second Circuit which heard 
the case in December. The full 
Circuit is not like¬ 
ly to accept an 
appeal. 

That sets up the likeli¬ 
hood of a spring appeal to the 
Supreme Court. If both circuits 
rule in favor of allowing gays to 
serve openly, the court may sur¬ 
prise people by declining to hear 
the appeals. It would be forced to 
take the appeals if they differ. 

Oral arguments would likely 
be scheduled for the fall. That 
would put the issue in the public 
spotlight just before election day. 
It is not what the Clinton adminis¬ 
tration wants, as his flip-flops on 
the issue have dismayed both con¬ 
servative opponents and gay sup¬ 
porters. 

Incremental gains will contin¬ 
ue to be made in state courts in 
terms of dismantling sodomy 
statutes, and securing parental 
and partnership rights for les¬ 
bians and gays. Progress will be 
made on the Hawaii gay mar¬ 
riage case, though final resolution 
at the state level will not come 
until 1997. Activists will use the 
time to educate the public and 
build alliance for the inevitable

WARNING: Epivir' (lamivudine) is indicated for use in combination with Retrovir (zidovudine) for 
the treatment of human immunodeficiency virus (HIV) infection when antiretroviral therapy is war¬ 
ranted based on clinical and/or immunological evidence of disease progression. This indication is 
based on analyses of surrogate endpoints. At present, there are no results from controlled clinical 
trials evaluating the effect of therapy with Epivir plus Retrovir on the clinical progression of HIV infec- 
tioa such as the incidence of opportunistic infections or survival. 

Patients receiving Epivir plus Retrovir may continue to develop opportunistic infections and 
other complications of HIV infection, and therefore should remain under close observation by 
physicians experienced in the treatment of patients with HIV-associated diseases. 


CONTRAINDICATIONS: Epivir' Tablets and Oral Solution are contraindicated in patients with previ¬ 
ously demonstrated clinically significant hypersensitivity to any of the components of the products.

Patients With Impaired Renal Function: Reduction of the dosage of Epivir' is recommended tor 
patients with impaired renal function (see CLINICAL PHARMACOLOGY section of complete pre¬ 
scribing information and OOSAGE AND ADMINISTRATION). 

Information for Patients: Epivir is not a cure for HIV infection and patients may continue to experi¬ 
ence illnesses associated with HIV infection, including opportunistic infections. Treatment with Epivir 
has not been shown to reduce the frequency of such illnesses and patients should remain under the 
care of a physician when using Epivir. Patients should be advised that the use of Epivir has not been 
shown to reduce the risk of transmission of HIV to others through sexual contact or blood conta¬ 
mination. 

Patients should be advised that the long-term effects of Epivir are unknown at this time.

Patients should be advised of the importance of taking Epivir exactly as it is prescribed. 

Parents or guardians should be advised to monitor pediatric patients for signs and symptoms of 
pancreatitis. 

Drug Interaction: Trimethoprim (TMP) 160 mg/sulfamethoxazole (SMX) 800 mg once daily has 
been shown to increase lamivudine exposure (AUC). The effect of higher doses of TMP/SMX on 
lamivudine pharmacokinetics has not been investigated (see CLINICAL PHARMACOLOGY section of 
complete prescribing information). 

Carcinogenesis, Mutagenesis, and Impairment of Fertility: Long-term carcinogenicity studies of 
lamivudine in animals have not yet been completed. Lamivudine was not active in a microbial muta¬ 
genicity screen or an in vitro cell transformation assay, but showed weak in vitro mutagenic activity 
in a cytogenetic assay using cultured human lymphocytes and in the mouse lymphoma assay. 
However, lamivudine showed no evidence of in vivo genotoxic activity in the rat at oral doses of up 
to 2,000 mg/kg (approximately 65 times the recommended human dose based on body surface area 
comparisons). In a study of reproductive performance, lamivudine, administered to rats at doses up 
to 130 times the usual adult dose based on body surface area comparisons, revealed no evidence of 
impaired fertility and no effect on the survival, growth, and development to weaning of the offspring. 
Pregnancy: Pregnancy Category C: Reproduction studies have been performed in rats and rabbits 
at orally administered doses up to approximately 130 and 60 times, respectively, the usual adult dose 
and have revealed no evidence of harm to the fetus due to lamivudine. Some evidence of early embry- 
olethality was seen in the rabbit at doses similar to those produced by the usual adult dose and high¬ 
er, but there was no indication of this effect in the rat at orally administered doses up to 130 times 
the usual adult dose. Studies in pregnant rats and rabbits showed that lamivudine is transferred to 
the fetus through the placenta. There are no adequate and well-controlled studies in pregnant women. 
Because animal reproductive toxicity studies are not always predictive of human response, lamivu¬ 
dine should be used during pregnancy only if the potential benefits outweigh the risks. 

Antiretroviral Pregnancy Registry: To monitor maternal-fetal outcomes of pregnant women 
exposed to Epivir. an Antiretroviral Pregnancy Registry has been established. Physicians are encour¬ 
aged to register patients by calling (800) 722-9292, ext.58465. 

Nursing Mothers: A study in which lactating rats were administered 45 mg/kg of lamivudine showed 
that lamivudine concentrations in milk were slightly greater than those in plasma. Although it is not 
known if lamivudine is excreted in human milk, there is the potential for adverse effects from 
lamivudine in nursing infants. Mothers should be instructed to discontinue nursing if they are receiving 
lamivudine. This instruction is consistent with the Centers for Disease Control recommendation that HIV- 
infected mothers not breast feed their infants to avoid risking postnatal transmission of HIV infection. 
Pediatric Use: THERE ARE NO DATA ON THE USE OF EPIVIR IN COMBINATION WITH RETROVIR 
IN PEDIATRIC PATIENTS. 

Lamivudine monotherapy was studied in one open-label, uncontrolled trial (study A2002) in 97 
pediatric patients with the following demographics: male (56%), Caucasian (57%), median age of 
7.7 years (range: 0.4 to 17.3 years), symptomatic HIV (84%). median duration of prior antiretroviral 
therapy (148 weeks), and median baseline CD4 of 132 cells/mm 3 . Pharmacokinetic properties of 
lamivudine were assessed in a subset of 57 patients (age range: 4.8 months to 16 years, weight 
range: 5 to 66 kg) after oral and IV administration of 1.2,4, 8,12. and 20 mg/kg per day. In the 9 
infants and children receiving 8 mg/kg per day (the usual recommended pediatric dose), absolute 
bioavailability was 66% ± 26% (mean ± S.D.), which is less than the 86% ± 16% (mean ± S.D.) 
observed in adolescents and adults. The mechanism for the diminished absolute bioavailability of 
lamivudine in infants and children is unknown. 

Systemic clearance decreased with increasing age in pediatric patients, as shown in the follow-

Pediatric Patients: Limited information on the incidence of adverse events in children receiving 
lamivudine monotherapy is available from one open-label, uncontrolled study (see PRECAUTIONS: 
Pediatric Use section for description of study A2002). Of 97 pediatric patients, 14 patients (14%) 
developed pancreatitis while receiving monotherapy with Epivir. In a second ongoing study in 47 
pediatric patients (age range: 3 months lo 18 years) enrolled in an open-label evaluation of 
Epivir/didanosine, Epivir/Retrovir, and Epivir/Retrovir/didanosine, 7 patients (15%) developed 
pancreatitis (see WARNINGS). 

Paresthesias and peripheral neuropathies were reported in 13 patients (13%) in study A2002 
and resulted in treatment discontinuation in 3 patients.

One case of an adult ingesting 6 g of Epivir 
was reported: there were no clinical signs or symptoms noted and hematologic tests remained nor¬ 
mal. It is not known whether lamivudine can be removed by peritoneal dialysis or hemodialysis.

CONTRAINDICATIONS: RETROVIR Capsules and Syrup are contraindicated for patients who have poten¬ 
tially life-threatening allergic reactions to any of the components of the formulations. 

WARNINGS: Note: The full safety and efficacy profile of RETROVIR has not been defined, particularly in 
regard to prolonged use in HIV-infected individuals who have less advanced disease (see INDICATIONS 
AND USAGE and CLINICAL PHARMACOLOGY: Microbiology sections of full prescribing information and 
PRECAUTIONS: Carcinogenesis, Mutagenesis, Impairment of Fertility). The incidence of adverse reac¬ 
tions appears to increase with disease progression, and patients should be monitored carefully, espe¬ 
cially as disease progression occurs. 

The safety profile of combination therapy with RETROVIR and zalcitabine reflects the individual safe¬ 
ty profiles of each component. The complete prescribing information for zalcitabine should be consult¬ 
ed before combination therapy with RETROVIR and zalcitabine is initiated. 

Bone Marrow Suppression: RETROVIR should be used with extreme caution in patients who have bone 
marrow compromise evidenced by granulocyte count <1000 cells/mm 3 or hemoglobin <9.5 g/dL In all of 
the placebo-controlled studies, but most frequently in patients with advanced symptomatic HIV disease, ane¬ 
mia and granulocytopenia were the most significant adverse events observed (see ADVERSE REACTIONS). 
There have been reports of pancytopenia associated with the use of RETROVIR, which was reversible in 
most instances after discontinuance of the drug 

Significant anemia most commonly occurred after 4 to 6 weeks of therapy and in many cases 
required dose adjustment, discontinuation of RETROVIR, and/or blood transfusions. Frequent blood 
counts are strongly recommended in patients with advanced HIV disease taking RETROVIR. For 
asymptomatic HIV-infected individuals and patients with early HIV disease, most of whom have 
better marrow reserve, blood counts may be obtained less frequently, depending upon the patient's 
overall status. If anemia or granulocytopenia develops, dosage adjustments may be necessary (see 
DOSAGE AND ADMINISTRATION). 

Myopathy: Myopathy and myositis with pathological changes, similar to that produced by HIV disease, 
have been associated with prolonged use of RETROVIR. 

Lactic Acidosis/Severe Hepatomegaly with Steatosis: Rare occurrences of lactic acidosis in the 
absence of hypoxemia, and severe hepatomegaly with steatosis have been reported with the use of 
antiretroviral nucleoside analogues, including RETROVIR and zalcitabine. and are potentially fatal: it is 
not known whether these events are causally related to the usu of these drugs. Lactic acidosis should 
be considered whenever a patient receiving therapy with RETROVIR develops unexplained tachypnea, 
dyspnea, or fall in serum bicarbonate level. Under these circumstances, therapy with RETROVIR 
should be suspended until the diagnosis of lactic acidosis has been excluded. Caution should be exer¬ 
cised when administering RETROVIR to any patient, particularly obese women, with hepatomegaly, 
hepatitis, or other known risk factor for liver disease. These patients should be followed closely while 
on therapy with RETROVIR. The significance of elevated aminotransferase levels suggesting hepatic 
injury in HIV-infected patients prior to starting RETROVIR or while on RETROVIR is unclear. Treatment 
with RETROVIR should be suspended in the setting of rapidly elevating aminotransferase levels, pro¬ 
gressive hepatomegaly, or metabolic/lactic acidosis of unknown etiology 
Other Serious Adverse Reactions: Several serious adverse events have been reported with use of 
RETROVIR in clinical practice. Reports of pancreatitis, sensitization reactions (including anaphylaxis in 
one patient), vasculitis, and seizures have been rare. These adverse events, except for sensitizatioa have 
also been associated with HIV disease. Changes in skin and nail pigmentation have been associated with 
the use of RETROVIR. 

Use in Infancy: A positive test for HIV-antibody in children under 15 months of age may represent pas¬ 
sively acquired maternal antibodies, rather than an active antibody response to infection in the infant. 
Thus, the presence of HIV-antibody in a child less than 15 months of age must be interpreted with cau¬ 
tion, especially in the asymptomatic infant. Confirmatory tests such as serum p24 antigen or viral cul¬ 
ture should be pursued in such children. 

PRECAUTIONS: 

General: Zidovudine is eliminated from the body primarily by renal excretion following metabolism in 
the liver (glucuronidation). In patients with severely impaired renal function, dosage reduction is recom¬ 
mended (see CLINICAL PHARMACOLOGY: Pharmacokinetics section of full prescribing information and 
DOSAGE AND ADMINISTRATION). Although very little data are available, patients with severely impaired 
hepatic function may be at greater risk of toxicity. 

Information for Patients: RETROVIR is not a cure for HIV infections, and patients may continue to 
acquire illnesses associated with HIV infection, including opportunistic infections. Therefore, patients 
should be advised to seek medical care for any significant change in their health status. 

The safety and efficacy of RETROVIR in women, intravenous drug users, and racial minorities' is 
not significantly different than that observed in white males. 

Patients should be informed that the major toxicities of RETROVIR are granulocytopenia and/or ane¬ 
mia. The frequency and severity of these toxicities are greater in patients with more advanced disease 
and in those who initiate therapy later in the course of their infection. They should be told that if toxici¬ 
ty develops, they may require transfusions or dose modifications including possible discontinuation. 
They should be told of the extreme importance of having their blood counts followed closely while on 
therapy, especially for patients with advanced symptomatic HIV disease. They should be cautioned about

the use of other medications, including ganciclovir and interferon-alpha, that may exacerbate the toxic¬ 
ity of RETROVIR (see PRECAUTIONS: Drug Interactions). Patients should be informed that other adverse 
effects of RETROVIR include nausea and vomiting. Patients should also be encouraged to contact their 
physician if they experience muscle weakness, shortness of breath, symptoms of hepatitis or pancreati¬ 
tis, or any other unexpected adverse events while being treated with RETROVIR. 

RETROVIR Capsules and Syrup are for oral ingestion only. Patients should be told of the importance 
of taking RETROVIR exactly as prescribed. They should be told not to share medication and not to 
exceed the recommended dose. Patients should be told that the long-term effects of RETROVIR are 
unknown at this time. 

Pregnant women considering the use of RETROVIR during pregnancy for prevention of HlV-trans- 
mission to their infants should be advised that transmission may still occur in some cases despite ther¬ 
apy. The long-term consequences of in utem and infant exposure to RETROVIR are unknown. 

HIV-infected pregnant women should be advised not to breast-teed to avoid postnatal transmission 
of HIV to a child who may not yet be infected. 

Patients should be advised that therapy with RETROVIR has not been shown to reduce the risk of 
transmission of HIV to others through sexual contact or blood contamination. 

Drug Interactions: Ganciclovir: Use of RETROVIR in combination with ganciclovir increases the risk of 
hematologic toxicities in some patients with advanced HIV disease. Should the use of this combination 
become necessary in the treatment of patients with HIV disease, dose reduction or interruption of one 
or both agents may be necessary to minimize hematologic toxicity. Hematologic parameters, including 
hemoglobin, hematocrit, and white blood cell count with differential, should be monitored frequently in 
all patients receiving this combination. 

Interteron-alpha: Hematologic toxicities have also been seen when RETROVIR is used con¬ 
comitantly with interferon-alpha. As with the concomitant use of RETROVIR and ganciclovir, dose 
reduction or interruption of one or both agents may be necessary, and hematologic parameters 
should be monitored frequently. 

Bone Marrow Suppressive Agents/Cytotoxic Agents: Coadministration of RETROVIR with drugs 
that are cytotoxic or which interfere with RBC/WBC number or function (e.g., dapsone, flucytosine, vin¬ 
cristine, vinblastine, or adria-mycin) may increase the risk of hematologic toxicity. 

Probenecid: Limited data suggest that probenecid may increase zidovudine levels by inhibiting glu¬ 
curonidation and/or by reducing renal excretion of zidovudine. Some patients who have used RETROVIR 
concomitantly with probenecid have developed flu-like symptoms consisting of myalgia, malaise, and/or 
fever and maculopapular rash. 

Phenytoin: Phenytoin plasma levels have been reported to be low in some patients receiving 
RETROVIR, while in one case a high level was documented. However in a pharmacokinetic interaction 
study in which 12 HIV-positive volunteers received a single 300 mg phenytoin dose alone and during 
steady-state zidovudine conditions (200 mg every 4 hours), no change in phenytoin kinetics was 
observed. Although not designed to optimally assess the effect of phe-nytoin on zidovudine kinetics, a 
30% decrease in oral zidovudine clearance was observed with phenytoin 

Methadone: In a pharmacokinetic study of nine HIV-positive patients receiving methadone-mainte¬ 
nance (30 to 90 mg daily) concurrent with 200 mg of RETROVIR every 4 hours, no changes were 
observed in the pharmacokinetics of methadone upon initiation of therapy with RETROVIR and after 14 
days of treatment with RETROVIR. No adjustments in methadone-maintenance requirements were 
reported. For four patients, the mean zidovudine AUC was elevated two-fold, while for five patients, the 
value was equal to that of control patients. The exact mechanism and clinical significance of these data 
are unknown. 

Fluconazole. 'The coadministration of fluconazole with RETROVIR has been reported to interfere with 
the oral clearance and metabolism of RETROVIR. In a pharmacokinetic interaction study in which 12 
HIV-positive men received RETROVIR 200 mg every 8 hours alone and in combination with fluconazole 
400 mg daily, fluconazole increased the zidovudine AUC (74%; range 28% to 173%) and the zidovudine 
half-life (128%; range -4% to 189%) at steady state. 

The clinical significance of this interaction is unknown. 

Aiovaquone: Data from 14 HIV-infected volunteers who were given atovaquone tablets 750 mg every 
12 hours with zidovudine 200 mg every 8 hours showed a 24% ± 12% decrease in zidovudine oral 
clearance, leading to a 35% 1 23% increase in plasma zidovudine AUC. The glucuronide metabolite:par- 
ent ratio decreased from a mean of 4.5 when zidovudine was administered alone to 3.1 when zidovudine 
was administered with atovaquone tablets. This effect is minor and would not be expected to produce 
clinically significant events. Zidovudine had no effect on atovaquone pharmacokinetics. 

Valproic Acid: The concomitant administration of valproic acid 250 mg (n = 5) or 500 mg (n = 1) 
every 8 hours and zidovudine 100 mg orally every 8 hours for 4 days to six HIV-infected, asymptomatic 
male volunteers resulted in a 79% + 61% (mean ± SD) increase in the plasma zidovudine AUC and a 
22% ± 10% decrease in the plasma GZDV AUC as compared to the administration of zidovudine in the 
absence of valproic acid. The GZDV/zidovudine urinary excretion ratio decreased 58% ± 12%. Because 
no change in the zidovudine plasma half-life occurred, these results suggest that valproic acid may 
increase the oral bioavailability of zidovudine through inhibition of first-pass metabolism. Although the 
clinical significance of this interaction is unknown, patients should be monitored more closely for a pos¬ 
sible increase in zidovudine-related adverse effects. The effect of zidovudine on the pharmacokinetics of 
valproic acid was not evaluated. 

Other Nucleoside Analogues: Some experimental nucleoside analogues which are being evaluated in 
HIV-infected patients may affect RBC/WBC number or function and may increase the potential for hema¬ 
tologic toxicity of RETROVIR. Some experimental nucleoside analogues affecting DNA replication, such as 
ribavirin, antagonize the in vitro antiviral activity of RETROVIR against HIV and thus, concomitant use of 
such drugs should be avoided. 

Other Agents: Some drugs such as trimethoprim-sulfamethoxazole, pyrimethamine, and acyclovir 
may be necessary for the management or prevention of opportunistic infections. In the placebo- 
controlled trial in patients with advanced HIV disease, increased toxicity was not detected with limited 
exposure to these drugs. However, there is one published report of neurotoxicity (profound lethargy) 
associated with concomitant use of RETROVIR and acyclovir. Preliminary data from a drug interaction 
study (n=10) suggest that coadministration of 200 mg RETROVIR and 600 mg rifampin decreases the 
area under the plasma concentration curve by an average of 48% + 34%. However, the effect of once 
daily dosing of rifampin on multiple daily doses of RETROVIR is unknowa 
Carcinogenesis, Mufagenesis, Impairment of Fertility: Zidovudine was administered orally at three 
dosage levels to separate groups of mice and rats (60 females and 60 males in each group). Initial 
single daily doses were 30,60, and 120 mg/kg/day in mice and 80,220, and 600 mg/kg/day in rats. The 
doses in mice were reduced to 20, 30, and 40 mg/kg/day after day 90 because of treatment-related 
anemia, whereas in rats only the high dose was reduced to 450 mg/kg/day on day 91 and then to 300 
mg/kg/day on day 279. 

In mice, seven late-appearing (after 19 months) vaginal neoplasms (five non-metastasizing squamous cell 
carcinomas, one squamous cell papilloma and one squamous polyp) occurred in animals given the highest 
dose. One late-appearing squamous cell papilloma occurred in the vagina of a middle dose animal No vaginal 
tumors were found at the lowest dose. 

In rats, two late-appearing (after 20 months), non-metastasizing vaginal squamous cell carcinomas 
occurred in animals given the highest dose. No vaginal tumors occurred at the low or middle dose in rats. 
No other drug-related tumors were observed in either sex of either species. 

It is not known how predictive the results of rodent carcinogenicity studies may be for humans. At doses 
that produced tumors in mice and rats, the estimated drug exposure (as measured by AUC) was approxi¬ 
mately 3 times (mouse) and 24 times (rat) the estimated human exposure at the recommended thera¬ 
peutic dose of 100 mg every 4 hours. 

No evidence of mutagenicity (with or without metabolic activation) was observed in the Ames 
Salmonella mutagenicity assay at concentrations up to 10 pg per plate, which was the maximum con¬ 
centration that could be tested because of the antimicrobial activity of zidovudine against the Salmonella 
species. In a mutagenicity assay conducted in L5178Y/TK+" mouse lymphoma cells, zidovudine was 
weakly mutagenic in the absence of metabolic activation only at the highest concentrations tested (4000 
and 5000 pg/mL). In the presence of metabolic activation, the drug was weakly mutagenic at concen¬ 
trations of 1000 pg/mL and higher. In an in vitro mammalian cell transformation assay, zidovudine was 
positive at concentrations of 0.5 pg/mL and higher. In an in vitro cytogenetic study performed in cul¬ 
tured human lymphocytes, zidovudine induced dose-related structural chromosomal abnormalities at 
concentrations of 3 pg/mL and higher. No such effects were noted at the two lowest concentrations test¬ 
ed. 0.3 and 1 pg/mL. In an in vivo cytogenetic study in rats given a single intravenous injection of zidovu¬ 
dine at doses of 37.5 to 300 mg/kg, there were no treatment-related structural or numerical chromoso¬ 
mal alterations in spite of plasma levels that were as high as 453 pg/mL 5 minutes after dosing. 

In two in vivo micronucleus studies (designed to measure chromosome breakage or mitotic spindle 
apparatus damage) in male mice, oral doses of zidovudine 100 to 1000 mg/kg/day administered once 
daily for approximately 4 weeks induced dose-related increases in micronucleated erythrocytes Similar 
results were also seen after 4 or 7 days of dosing at 500 mg/kg/day in rats and mice. 

In a study involving 11 AIDS patients, it was reported that the seven patients who were receiving 
RETROVIR (1200 mg/day) as their only medication for 4 weeks to 7 months showed a chromosome 
breakage frequency of 8.29 ± 2.65 breaks per 100 peripheral lymphocytes. This was significantly 
(P<0.05) higher than the incidence of 0.5 ± 0.29 breaks per 100 cells that was observed in the four AIDS 
patients who had not received RETROVIR. 

No effect on male or female fertility (judged by conception rates) was seen in rats given zidovudine 
orally at doses up to 450 mg/kg/day. 

Pregnancy: Pregnancy Category C. Oral teratology studies in the rat and in the rabbit at doses up to 500 
mg/kg/day revealed no evidence of teratogenicity with zidovudine. Zidovudine treatment resulted in 
embryo/fetal toxicity as evidenced by an increase in the incidence of fetal resorptions in rats given 150 
or 450 mg/kg/day and rabbits given 500 mg/kg/day. The doses used in the teratology studies resulted 
in peak zidovudine plasma concentrations (after one-half of the daily dose) in rats 66 to 226 times, and 
in rabbits 12 to 87 times, mean steady-state peak human plasma concentrations (after one-sixth of the 
daily dose) achieved with the recommended daily dose (100 mg every 4 hours). In an in vitro experi¬ 
ment with fertilized mouse oocytes, zidovudine exposure resulted in a dose-dependent reduction in 
blastocyst formation. In an additional teratology study in rats, a dose of 3000 mg/kg/day (very near the 
oral median lethal dose in rats of 3683 mg/kg) caused marked maternal toxicity and an increase in the 
incidence of fetal malformations. This dose resulted in peak zidovudine plasma concentrations 350 times 
peak human plasma concentrations. (Estimated area-under-the-curve [AUC] in rats at this dose level 
was 300 times the daily AUC in humans given 600 mg per day.) No evidence of teratogenicity was seen 
in this experiment at doses of 600 mg/kg/day or less. 

A randomized, double-blind, placebo-controlled trial was conducted in HIV-infected pregnant women to 
determine the utility of RETROVIR for the prevention of matemal-fetal HIV-transmission (see CLINICAL 
PHARMACOLOGY: Description of Clinical Studies section of full prescribing information). Congenital 
abnormalities occurred with similar frequency between infants bom to mothers who received 
RETROVIR and infants bom to mothers who received placebo. Abnormalities were either problems in 
embryogenesis (prior to 14 weeks) or were recognized on ultrasound before or immediately after initi¬ 
ation of study drug. 

Antiretroviral Pregnancy Registry: To monitor matemal-fetal outcomes of pregnant women exposed 
to RETROVIR, an Antiretroviral Pregnancy Registry has been established. Physicians are encouraged to 
register patients by calling (800) 722-9292. ext. 58465. 

Nursing Mothers: The U S. Public Health Service Centers for Disease Control and Prevention advis¬ 
es HIV-infected women not to breast-feed to avoid postnatal transmission of HIV to a child who may 
not yet be infected. 

It is not known whether zidovudine is excreted in human milk or whether RETROVIR reduces the 
potential for transmission of HIV in breast milk. Lactating mice administered zidovudine (200 mg/kg 
intraperitoneally) were found to have milk concentrations of zidovudine five times the corresponding 
serum zidovudine concentration. Milk concentrations of zidovudine declined at a slower rate than serum 
zidovudine concentrations. 
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Pediatric Use: See INDICATIONS, ADVERSE REACTIONS, and DOSAGE AND ADMINISTRATION sections. 

ADVERSE REACTIONS: 

Monotherapy: Adults: The frequency and severity of adverse events associated with the use 
of RETROVIR in adults are greater in patients with more advanced infection at the time of initiation of 
therapy. The following table summarizes the relative incidence of hematologic adverse events observed 
in clinical studies by severity of HIV disease present at the start of treatment.

The anemia reported in patients with advanced HIV disease receiving RETROVIR appeared to be the 
result of impaired erythrocyte maturation as evidenced by macrocytosis while on drug. Although mean 
platelet counts in patients receiving RETROVIR were significantly increased compared to mean baseline 
values, thrombocytopenia did occur in some of these patients with advanced disease. ' Twelve percent of 
patients receiving RETROVIR compared to 5% of patients receiving placebo had >50% decreases from 
baseline platelet count. Mild drug-associated elevations in total bilirubin levels have been reported as an 
uncommon occurrence in patients treated for asymptomatic HIV infection. 

The HIV-infected adults participating in these clinical trials often had baseline symptoms and 
signs of HIV disease and/or experienced adverse events at some time during study. It was often dif¬ 
ficult to distinguish adverse events possibly associated with administration of RETROVIR from 
underlying signs of HIV disease or intercurrent illnesses. The following table summarizes clinical 
adverse events or symptoms which occurred in at least 5% of all patients with advanced HIV dis¬ 
ease treated with 1500 mg/day of RETROVIR in the original placebo-controlled study. 5 Of the items 
listed in the table, only severe headache, nausea, insomnia, and myalgia were reported at a signifi¬ 
cantly greater rate in patients receiving Retrovir.

Several serious adverse events have been reported with the use of RETROVIR in clinical practice 
Myopathy and myositis with pathological changes, similar to that produced by HIV disease, have been 
associated with prolonged use of RETROVIR. Reports of hepatomegaly with steatosis, hepatitis, pancreati¬ 
tis, lactic acidosis, sensitization reactions (including anaphylaxis in one patient), hyperbilirubinemia 
vasculitis, and seizures have been rare. These adverse events, except for sensitization, have also been 
associated with HIV disease, A single case of macular edema has been reported with the use of RETROVIR. 

Additional adverse events reported in clinical trials at a rate not significantly different from placebo 
are listed below. Selected events from post-marketing clinical experience with RETROVIR are also 
included. Many of these events may also occur as part of HIV disease. The clinical significance of 
the association between treatment with RETROVIR and these events is unknown. 

Body as a Whole: abdominal pain, back pain, body odor, chest pain, chills, edema of the lip, 
fever, flu syndrome, hyperalgesia 

Cardiovascular: syncope, vasodilation. 

Gastrointestinal: bleeding gums, constipation, diarrhea, dysphagia, edema of the tongue, eructation, 
flatulence, mouth ulcer, rectal hemorrhage. 

Hemic and Lymphatic: lymphadenopathy. 

Musculoskeletal: arthralgia, muscle spasm, tremor, twitch. 

Nervous: anxiety, confusion, depression, dizziness, emotional lability, loss of mental acuity, 
nervousness, paresthesia, somnolence, vertigo. 

Respiratory: cough, dyspnea, epistaxis, hoarseness, pharyngitis, rhinitis, sinusitis. 

Skin: acne, changes in skin and nail pigmentation, pruritus, rash, sweat, urticaria. 

Special senses amblyopia, hearing loss, photophobia, taste perversion. 

Urogenital: dysuria. polyuria, urinary frequency, urinary hesitancy. 

Pediatrics: Anemia and granulocytopenia among children with advanced HIV disease receiving 
RETROVIR occurred with similar incidence to that reported for adults with AIDS or advanced ARC (see 
above). Management of neutropenia and anemia included, in some cases, dose modification and/or blood 
product transfusions. In the open-label studies, 17% had their dose modified (generally a reduction in dose 
by 30%) due to anemia and 25% had their dose modified (temporary discontinuation or dose reduction 
by 30%) for neutropenia. Four children had RETROVIR permanently discontinued for neutropenia. The 
following table summarizes the occurrence of anemia (Hgb <7.5 g/dL) and granulocytopenia 
(<750 cells/mm 3 ) among 124 children receiving RETROVIR for a mean of 267 days (range 3 to 855 days):

Twenty-two children received one or more transfusions due to a decline in hemoglobin to <7.5 g/dL: 
an additional 15 children were transfused for hemoglobin levels >7.5 g/dL, Fifty-nine percent of the 
patients transfused had a pre-stq(fy history of anemia or transfusion requirement. 


Macrocytosis was observed among the majority of children enrolled in the studies. 

In the open-label studies involving 124 children, 16 clinical adverse events were reported by 24 chil¬ 
dren. No event was reported by more than 5.6% of the study populations. Due to the open-label design 
of the studies, it was difficult to determine possible events related to the use of RETROVIR versus dis¬ 
ease-related events. Therefore, all clinical events reported as associated with therapy with RETROVIR or 
of unknown relationship to therapy with RETROVIR are presented in the following table:

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The clinical adverse events reported among adult recipients of RETROVIR may also occur in children. 
Use for the Prevention of Maternal-Fetal Transmission ol HIV: In a randomized, double-blind, place¬ 
bo-controlled trial in HIV-infected women and their infants conducted to determine the utility of 
RETROVIR for the prevention of maternal-fetal HIV transmission. FtETROVIR Syrup at 2 mg/kg was 
administered every 6 hours for 6 weeks to infants beginning within 12 hours after birth. The most com¬ 
monly reported adverse experiences were anemia (hemoglobin <9.0 g/dL) and neutropenia (<1000 
cells/mm 3 ). Anemia occurred in 22% of the infants who received RETROVIR and in 12% of the infants 
who received placebo. The mean difference in hemoglobin values was less than 1.0 g/dL for infants 
receiving RETROVIR compared to infants receiving placebo. No infants with anemia required transfu¬ 
sion and all hemoglobin values spontaneously returned to normal within 6 weeks after completion of 
therapy with RETROVIR. Neutropenia was reported with similar frequency in the group that received 
RETROVIR (21%) and in the group that received placebo (27%). The long-term consequences of in 
utero and infant exposure to RETROVIR are unknown. 

Combination Therapy with RETROVIR and Zatcrtabrne: The safety profile of combination therapy with 
RETROVIR and zalcitabine reflects the individual safety profile of each component. The complete pre¬ 
senting information for zalcitabine should be consulted before combination therapy with RETROVIR and 
zalcitabine is initiated. 

OVERDOSAGE' Cases of acute overdoses in both children and adults have been reported with doses up 
to 50 grams None were fatal. The only consistent finding in these cases of overdose was spontaneous 
or induced nausea and vomiting. Hematologic changes were transient and not severe. Some patients 
experienced nonspecific CNS symptoms such as headache, dizziness, drowsiness, lethargy, and 
confusion One report of a grand mal seizure possibly attributable to RETROVIR occurred in a 35-year- 
old male 3 hours after ingesting 36 grams of RETROVIR. No other cause could be identified. All patients 
recovered without permanent sequelae. Hemodialysis and peritoneal dialysis appear to have a negligible 
effect on the removal of zidovudine while elimination of its primary metabolite. GZDV. is enhanced. 
DOSAGE AND ADMINISTRATION: 

Monotherapy: Adults: For adults with symptomatic HIV infection, including AIDS, the recommended oral 
dose is 100 mg (one 100 mg capsule or 2 teaspoonfuls (10 mL] syrup) every 4 hours (600 mg total 
daily dose). The effectiveness of this dose compared to higher dosing regimens in improving the 
neurologic dysfunction associated with HIV disease is unknown. A small randomized study found a 
greater effect of higher doses of RETROVIR on improvement of neurological symptoms in patients with 
pre-existing neurological disease 

For asymptomatic HIV infection, the recommended dose for adults is 100 mg administered orally 
every 4 hours while awake (500 mg/day) 

Pediatrics: The recommended dose in children 3 months to 12 years of age is 180 mg/m every 6 
hours (720 mg/m ; per day), not to exceed 200 mg every 6 hours. 

Maternal-Fetal HIV Transmission: The recommended dosing regimen for administration to pregnant 
women (>14 weeks of pregnancy) and their newborn infants is: 

Maternal Dosing: 100 mg orally five times per day until the start of labor. During labor and delivery, 
intravenous RETROVIR should be administered at 2 mg/kg (total body weight) over 1 hour followed by 
a continuous intravenous infusion of 1 mg/kg/h (total body weight) until clamping of the umbilical cord. 
Infant Dosing: 2 mg/kg orally every 6 hours starting within 12 hours after birth and continuing 
through 6 weeks of age. Infants unable to receive oral dosing may be administered RETROVIR intra¬ 
venously at 1.5 mg/kg. infused over 30 minutes, every 6 hours. (See PRECAUTIONS if hepatic disease 
or renal insufficiency is present.) 

Combination Therapy with RETROVIR and Zalcitabine: The recommended dosage regimen consists of 
RETROVIR 200 mg taken orally with zalcitabine 0.75 mg every 8 hours. 

Monitoring of Patients: Hematologic toxicities appear to be related to pretreatment bone marrow reserve 
and to dose and duration of therapy. In patients with poor bone marrow reserve, particularly in patients 
with advanced symptomatic HIV disease, frequent monitoring of hematologic indices is recommended to 
detect serious anemia or granulocytopenia (see WARNINGS). In patients who experience hematologic 
toxicity, reduction in hemoglobin may occur as earty as 2 to 4 weeks, and granulocytopenia usually 
occurs after 6 to 8 weeks. 

Dose Adjustment: Significant anemia (hemoglobin of <75 g/dL or reduction of >25% of baseline) 
and/or significant granulocytopenia (granulocyte count of <750 cells/mm or reduction of >50% from 
baseline) may require a dose interruption until evidence of marrow recovery is observed (see WARN¬ 
INGS). For less severe anemia or granulocytopenia, a reduction in daily dose may be adequate. In 
patients who develop significant anemia, dose modification does not necessarily eliminate the need 
for transfusion. If marrow recovery occurs following dose modification, gradual increases in dose 
may be appropriate depending on hematologic indices and patient tolerance. 

In end-stage renal disease patients maintained on hemodialysis or peritoneal dialysis, recommend¬ 
ed dosing is 100 mg every 6 to 8 hours (see CLINICAL PHARMACOLOGY: Pharmacokinetics section of 
full prescribing information). 

There are insufficient data to recommend dose adjustment of RETROVIR in patients with impaired 
hepatic function. 
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‘Don’t Ask, Don’t Tell’ 
Hits The Road

All thirteen judges of the U.S. 
Fourth Circuit Court in Richmond, 
Virginia sat en banc December 5 to 
hear the appeal of Thomasson v. 
Perry, the “Don’t Ask, Don’t Tell” 
case likely bound for the Supreme 
Court in 1996. 

Lieutenant Paul G. Thomasson 
began his challenge to the “Don’t 
Ask” policy March 2, 1994 by de¬ 
livering a letter stating “I am gay” 
to four rear admirals for whom he 
had directly served. Although he 
had received exemplary perfor¬ 
mance reviews from them, the 
Navy initiated discharge proceed¬ 
ings against the ten-year veteran 
aviator seven days after the letters’ 
delivery. 

The Navy separated Thomas¬ 
son from the service on June 15, 
1995. Thomasson lost the initial 
round in court, and a three-mem¬ 
ber appeals panel heard oral argu¬ 
ments on an expedited basis on 
September 12. They surprised ob¬ 
servers a week later by announcing 
that no opinion would be issued; 
instead, oral arguments would be 
presented anew before the entire 
circuit. 

‘This case is not about the abil¬ 
ity of gay men and women to serve 
in the military,” said Thomasson’s 
attorney Allan B. Moore in his 
opening statement. “All parties 
agree that this policy allows that. 
And that gays can and do serve 
with distinction. The policy allows 
undeclared homosexuals to serve.” 

For Moore, “the only distinc¬ 
tion” is that Thomasson was 
kicked out for his speech, not for 
being gay, but for saying those 
three words. And that is unconsti¬ 
tutional. 

“Doesn’t speech open the door 
to conduct?” asked Judge Paul B. 
Niemeyer (54 years old, appointed 
by President Bush in 1990). 

“The act itself distinguishes be¬ 
tween status and conduct,” re¬ 
sponded Moore. So the statement 
“I am gay” has no “evidentiary 
value” because it refers only to ori¬ 
entation and not conduct. 

Judge Francis D. Mumaghan, 
Jr. (75, Carter 1979) was con¬ 
cerned that Thomasson didn’t offer 
evidence to rebut the presumption 
that he engaged in homosexual 
acts. 

Moore called the “rebuttable 
presumption” clause “irrational 
and unconstitutional.” He offered 
the complete lack of any conduct 
charges against the Lieutenant as 
well as the testimony of 21 officers 
and enlisted men at the Naval 
Board of Inquiry who spoke to 
Thomasson’s exemplary profes¬ 
sional behavior. 

Interjurist irritation 

Mumaghan was not mollified 
and returned again and again to the 
question. The judge had needed as¬ 
sistance sitting down and his 
speech sounded slurred, perhaps 
the lingering effects of a stroke. 
His behavior seemed to irritate at 
least one of his colleagues. Judge 
Hiram Emory Widener, Jr. (72, 
Nixon 1972). 

“Was there evidence that he did 
not engage in conduct?” asked 
Niemeyer. 

Moore maintained “the record 
is uncontested, research shows that 
a large percentage of heterosexuals 
engage in sex acts which are in vi¬ 
olation of the Uniform Code of 
Military Justice, but there is no 
presumption that they do so.” He 
called this double standard “the in¬ 
sidious part of the policy” that “re¬ 
ally shows that it is discrimina¬ 
tion.” 

Judge J. Michael Luttig (41, 


Bush 1991) suggested that in Bow¬ 
ers v. Hardwick , the infamous 
sodomy case out of Georgia, the 
Supreme Court allowed homosex¬ 
uals and heterosexuals to be treat¬ 
ed differently. 

“No,” replied Moore. He turned 
to the often-cited Goldman case, 
where the Court allowed the Air 
Force to prohibit the wearing of a 
yarmulke by an Orthodox Jew. “It 
was a rule of uniform application 
to everybody in the military. And it 
had to do with conduct, the wear¬ 
ing of the yarmulke. 

“But in order to make that case 
like this case,” he pointed out, “the 
rule would have had to have said, 
we will forbid you. Captain Gold¬ 
man, from saying ‘I am an Ortho¬ 
dox Jew,’ because that will indicate 
that you have this propensity to 
wear a yarmulke, which violates 
the military dress code. 

“If you understand that analogy, 
you understand why this policy is 
so over-broad and why it does real¬ 
ly prohibit speech on a fundamen¬ 
tal aspect of who somebody is.” 

Not rationally based 

Moore cited the regulations 
drawn up to “Don’t Ask, Don’t 
Tell.” An action such as going to a 
gay bar or marching in a gay pride 
parade “does not suggest conduct. 
But saying ‘I am gay’ does. That is 
not a rationally based policy.” 

Edwin S. Kneedler, arguing for 
the government, maintained that 
“what is at issue is not individual 
qualifications but overall combat 
efficiency.” 

Chief Judge Sam J. Ervin (69, 
Carter 1980) quietly asked, “How 
do you rebut the presumption?” 

Kneedler tried to slide around 
it. “Thomasson offered no evi¬ 
dence.” The Lieutenant didn’t take 
the opportunity to say “he was pre¬ 
pared to refrain from acts.” 

Ervin continued, “Is it enough 
to simply say you have never en¬ 
gaged in homosexual acts, and will 
not?” 

“One cannot give a categorical 
answer,” Kneedler said, “but I 
would think not because of 
propensity.” 

Judge Diana Gribbon Motz 
(Clinton 1994) asked for “other 
examples where a statement, such 
as ‘I drink alcohol,’ will get you 
thrown out.” 

Kneedler said he could offer 
none. 

Well, what about the statement, 
“I am a very religious old-fash¬ 


ioned Mormon?” she continued. 
“Would that indicate a propensity 
to engage in polygamy?” 

The “religious aspect” clouded 
the question in Kneedler’s mind. 

Judge J. Harvie Wilkinson III 
(51, Reagan 1984) asked if there 
were “any other federal statute that 
takes a pure statement and attaches 
the same employment conse¬ 
quences? Is it unique?” 

And again Kneedler responded 
that he was “not aware of any.” 

Judge Kenneth K. Hall (77, 
Ford 1976) wondered, “What 
harm has Thomasson done to the 
military? Why is he being kicked 
out?” 

“It is contrary to good order 
and unit cohesion” which Con¬ 
gress determined, responded 
Kneedler. He also cited the privacy 
of others in the military. 

After pressing the question 
three times and getting similar an¬ 
swers Hall concluded, “He hasn’t 
harmed the service at all, has he?” 

In an unusual move the court 
then allowed Professor William 
Woodruff ten minutes to present 
arguments on behalf of the Family 
Research Council, an arch-conser¬ 
vative group that had filed an ami¬ 
cus brief in the case. Their princi¬ 
pal thesis was expressed in a news 
release quoting Robert Maginnis. 
“The Justice Department’s prima¬ 
ry motive is to uphold Clinton’s 
promise to the homosexual com¬ 
munity rather than defend a law in 
the military’s best interests.” 

Woodruff maintained that 
“prior policy arrived at removing 
the conduct [of homosexuality] by 
removing the class” of people who 
practice it. He saw Congress sim¬ 
ply codifying the old policy, in¬ 
cluding the old assumptions. 

Judge Motz pressed him to 
show where it “explicitly says 
this.” And Woodruff said that 
adopting the old language also im¬ 
plied the old interpretations. 

“Why didn’t Congress just say, 
‘Homosexuals can’t serve’?” 
asked Judge M. Blane Michael 
(52, Clinton 1993). 

“They didn’t need to,” was the 
response. 

The spirited questioning of¬ 
fered few clues to the ultimate de¬ 
cision. But perhaps one clue was 
revealed the previous week in an 
order by the Fourth Circuit up¬ 
holding a stay and allowing Lieu¬ 
tenant “Dirk” Sellin to stay in the 
Navy while his challenge to the

Nobody asked and nobody told 
at the scheduled appeals hearing 
of Able v. Perry Tuesday, Decem¬ 
ber 19 in Manhattan: Judge Guido 
Calabresi announced before argu¬ 
ments began he was withdrawing 
from the three-member panel 
hearing the case. 

Able had been put together by 
gay rights litigators as the lead 
challenge to the “new” ban on gays 
in the military. The District Court 
had ruled favorably in March, 
striking down the ban as unconsti¬ 
tutional. The Clinton administra¬ 
tion appealed that decision. 

Only hours before arguments 
were scheduled to begin, the gov¬ 
ernment filed a letter with the 
court that pointed out Calabresi 
had a possible conflict - or the 


possible appearance of conflict - 
of interest. In March 1993 during 
Congressional debate on gays in 
the military, when Calabresi was 
dean of the Yale University Law 
School, he was one of about 100 
law professors who signed a letter 
to the Senate Armed Services 
Committee that argued the “old” 
policy banning gays in the mili¬ 
tary was unconstitutional. 

The government has employed 
several procedures along the route 
which have had the effect of de¬ 
laying progress of this case 
through the courts. In contrast, a 
later challenge, Thomasson v. 
Perry in the Fourth Circuit in 
Richmond, Virginia, has zipped 
along with nary a delay. [See 
story, facing page.] 

Some have speculated that the 
government would rather see the

Zillhart and Frost are assistant 
pastors at St. Francis Lutheran 
Church. Johnson, the first openly 
gay person to be the sole pastor of 
a Lutheran congregation, serves at 
First United Lutheran Church, a 
predominantly heterosexual con¬ 
gregation. 

The trio are all active in 
Lutheran Lesbian and Gay Min¬ 
istry, which provides a wide range 
of services, including pastoral 
counseling, spiritual formation 
and direction, and social activities 
to lesbian and gay singles, youth, 
couples, and people with AIDS 
throughout the Bay Area. 

In addition, Zillhart and Frost 
are the parents of a two-year-old 
baby daughter, Noel Hart, bom 
during their tenure at St. Francis. 

‘We will find 
a better path’ 

The expulsion will have little 
practical effect on either congre¬ 
gation, the Reverend James De- 
Lange, senior pastor of St. Fran¬ 
cisco, told the Bay Area Reporter. 

The congregations own their 
own property and give - rather 
than receive - financial assistance 
to the parent body. 

“While the personal cost to us 
as pastors will be minimal, we feel 
sad about this. It is sad that a 
church body as gospel-oriented 
and as large as the ELCA cannot 
tolerate the presence of openly 
gay and lesbian clergy and their 
life partners,” DeLange said. 

He said that he had hoped the 
church would be able to allow 
some flexibility on the issue - if 
for no other reason than to send a 
message of support to its tens of 


thousands of lesbian and gay and 
bisexual members. 

“Instead, the church is once 
again sending a message of shame 
and rejection,” DeLange said. 

Zillhart told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter that the expulsion was bit¬ 
tersweet for the congregation of 
St. Francis. 

“We still have hope for the 
wider church, but we do not put 
our trust in their fickle faith. When 
justice leads the way, we will walk 
together. When fear and prejudice 
lead, we will find a better path,” 
she said. 

The local Sierra Pacific Synod 
of the denomination, which repre¬ 
sents 220 congregations, will 
maintain a strong bond with the 
two local churches after the expul¬ 
sion, according to DeLange. 

Members and clergy of the two 
congregations who wish to keep 
their affiliations with the ELCA 
have been invited by five local 
Lutheran congregations to offi¬ 
cially become members of their 
congregations while they continue 
to minister and worship at St. 
Francis. 

Final ceremony 

Bishop Robert Mattheis, who 
heads the Sierra Pacific, will pre¬ 
side at the Sunday, December 31 
11 a.m. celebration of the Eu¬ 
charist at St. Francis, and will 
speak at the worship service. 

Although Mattheis is known to 
oppose the denominational ban on 
lesbian and gay clergy, he is 
bound by church policy. 

Also in attendance at the cele¬ 
bration of the Eucharist will be 
Bishop Paul Egerston of the 
Southern California West synod. 

The disciplinary action against 
the two churches was initiated in 
1990 by anti-gay former Sierra

ban proceeds through the courts. 

Outside on the courthouse 
steps Dixon Osbum, co-director of 
the Servicemembers Legal De¬ 
fense Network (SLDN), offered 
this evaluation. “I think it breaks 
down to four opposed, four in our 
favor, and five, it’s still anybody’s 
guess.” 

His colleague Michelle Be- 
necke believes, “The judges who 
were the toughest questioners are 
stuck on the first question, they re¬ 
ally don’t understand what it 


means to be a gay person. And 
they are overlooking the point that 
the regulation is wrong because it 
doesn’t treat people the same.” 

The plaintiff, Paul Thomasson, 
had but a few brief words. “This 
policy that tells gay and lesbian 
servicemembers that they can go 
in harm’s way for their country, 
but they can’t come out and try to 
dispel the stereotypes or overcome 
the prejudices from which they 
suffer, is absolutely inimical to the 
very Constitution that they have all 
sworn to defend.” He hoped the 
court found it such. 

A decision is not expected for 
several months. T 


facts, arguments, and opinions of 
Thomasson before the Supreme 
Court. The decision on the 
Thomasson appeal now may be 
handed down prior to and thus 
may have an impact on oral argu¬ 
ments in the Able appeal. 

While there are differences be¬ 
tween the “old” and the “new” 
ban, there are also many similari¬ 
ties. Matt Coles, the American 
Civil Liberties Union (ACLU) at¬ 
torney set to argue for Able , said 
Calabresi was “doing the extreme¬ 
ly prudent thing” in withdrawing 
from the case. 

Now another judge from the 
Second Circuit will be selected, 
and arguments will be rescheduled 
when the replacement has had 
time to read the extensive case 
documents. That could take 
weeks, or even months. ▼

Tuck Finn Dies at 50

One of the founders of the 
Shades Project fundraising pro¬ 
gram to benefit the AIDS Emer¬ 
gency Fund, Tucker Finn, died 
November 28 from AIDS compli¬ 
cations. 

Bom May 24, 1945 in Colum¬ 
bus, Ohio, Finn came to California 
in 1950. He was a Vietnam Veter¬ 
an and talented designer, but many 
other aspects of his life remain an 
enigma today, even to his closest 
friends. Even his name was his 
own invention. 

He lived out the last years of 
his life at Peter Claver House, a 
Catholic Charities residence for 
people with AIDS, and was instru¬ 
mental in establishing and main¬ 
taining a unique rose garden there. 

Lee Bossell, Finn’s significant 
other for the last seven months, 
told the B.A.R. that Finn had 
promised him the roses at the gar¬ 
den would bloom for Christmas, 
and they did. 

“Nature was his mainstay - his 
real love of life,” Bossell said. 
“His real love was the rose gar¬ 
den.” 

Finn built the soil with mulch 
and chicken manure he carted to 
the facility on a regular and dedi¬ 
cated basis. He was also fond of 
birds and hung hummingbird 
feeders within the rose garden. 

“He had a particular affection 
for hummingbirds” Bossell re¬ 
called. 

Finn also had an affection for 
South of Market bars, and was a

well-known fixture in the area. He 
was usually seen in the last years 
of his life wearing his favorite gar¬ 
dening overalls. 

Finn was a driving force in the 
Shades Project, a long-running 
fundraising campaign in which 
volunteers produced works of art 
on windowshades for charity auc¬ 


tions. The designs and media cre¬ 
ated ranged from simple pen-and- 
ink drawings to elaborate collages 
of matchbook covers, feathers, 
and sequins. He received a special 
commendation for his work on the 
project, in recognition of the many 
thousands of dollars he helped 
raise, at the AIDS Emergency 
Fund’s annual dinner in 1991. 

A memorial will be announced 
at a later date. T

Longtime AIDS Legal Referral 
Panel director Kristin Chambers 
will leave the agency at the end of 
December. 

Chambers joined the staff in 
1990, after serving as a volunteer 
attorney assisting clients with 
AIDS. 

Chambers replaced the late 
Clint Hockenberry as ALRP di¬ 
rector after his death from AIDS 
in 1992. 

“For two years I counseled and 
referred clients. Never in my life 
have I done more rewarding 
work,” she said at a November 
ALRP reception. “There were 
magical moments when I saw that 
the clients were filled with wis¬ 
dom and grace, and I learned 
much from them.” 

Chambers said she didn’t want 


anyone looking back at what she 
and others have accomplished so 
far, but urged her colleagues to 
look to the future and the chal¬ 
lenges facing ALRP and other 
AIDS and social service 
providers in an era of political 
conservatism and declining pub¬ 
lic funding. 

A search for Chambers’s re¬ 
placement is underway, according 
to ALRP spokesperson Irwin 
Keller. 

Experience in the provision of 
legal services for the indigent is 
recommended for the position, 
and applicants must have substan¬ 
tial administrative and superviso¬ 
ry experience. A JD or equivalent 
is also required. 

Women, people of color, and 
people living with HIV disease or 
other disabilities are encouraged

T his is the second in a series 
of periodic articles about 
the importance and chal¬ 
lenges of developing an 
AIDS vaccine. 

Public and community support 
for developing an AIDS vaccine 
has been limited by lack of under¬ 
standing of what vaccines are, 
how they work, and the unique is¬ 
sues of developing a vaccine 
against HIV. So here are some 
vaccine basics, along with current 
opinions about HIV vaccines. 

The immune system is our de¬ 
fense system for recognizing and 
eliminating a variety of foreign in¬ 
vaders. When functioning properly, 
your immune system can tell the 
difference between foreign mole¬ 
cules and the body’s own cells and 
proteins. In many cases it can mar¬ 
shal an immune response to elimi¬ 
nate or neutralize the invader. 
When you get sick, some of your 
symptoms, such as fevers, rashes, 
etc., are actually your immune sys¬ 
tem’s attack on the invader. Fre¬ 
quently, when it is over, you are 
then protected against that invader. 

In fact, the discipline of im¬ 
munology grew out of this obser¬ 
vation that individuals who had re¬ 
covered from certain infectious 
diseases were protected from ever 
getting the disease again. In an¬ 
cient Greece, it was known that 
only those who had recovered 
from the plague could nurse the 
sick because they would not con¬ 
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tract the disease a second time. 

With AIDS there is no proven 
instance of the immune system 
protecting an individual from in¬ 
fection or disease. But there are 
intriguing examples - multiply- 
exposed individuals who remain 
negative and long-term non-pro- 
gressors - that suggest at least par¬ 
tial natural protection may rarely 
occur. Many basic scientists are 
trying to identify what the reasons 
or “correlates” for protection 
could be. 

It took almost 2000 years for 
the concept of immunity to be 
used for a medically effective vac¬ 
cination. At the beginning of the 
19th century Edward Jenner was 
intrigued that milkmaids who con¬ 
tracted a mild disease called cow- 
pox were afterwards immune to 
smallpox, a disfiguring and often 
fatal disease. He reasoned it might 
be possible to protect people from 
smallpox by inoculating them 
with fluid from a cowpox sore. He 
tested his idea by inoculating an 
eight-year-old boy with fluid from 
a cowpox pustule; later he inten¬ 
tionally infected the child with 
smallpox. The child was protect¬ 
ed, though the experiment was 
certainly not safe or ethical. 

(A similar circumstance exists 
in parts Africa, where HIV-1 and 
HIV-2 are both circulating. Recent 
research indicates that infection 
with HIV-2, a much less patho¬ 
genic virus than HIV-1, may pro¬ 
tect some individuals from HIV-1 
infection later.) 

Jenner’s technique spread 
quickly through Europe, but it was 
almost a hundred years later before 
it was applied to other diseases, by 
Louis Pasteur - by accident. Pas¬ 
teur returned from vacation and in¬ 
jected some chickens with cholera 
that had been fatal before his vaca¬ 
tion; to his surprise, the chickens 
recovered. Aging had weakened 
the cholera bacteria, which could 
then be used to protect against dis¬ 
ease; this is called an “attenuated” 
strain. Pasteur extended his find¬ 
ings to other diseases. Although 
Pasteur proved that vaccination 
worked, he didn’t understand the 
mechanisms involved. He devel¬ 
oped his vaccines empirically, that 
is, by trial and error. Even today, 
some scientists believe that the 
best way to develop an AIDS vac¬ 
cine is to put resources into work¬ 
ing out the mechanisms of protec¬ 
tion, while others believe in the 
empirical approach. 

Long-term 

consequences 

Vaccines in use today follow 
only a few basic designs. Most 
common are live attenuated vac¬ 
cines like the two discussed; these 
are composed of a live virus or 
other pathogenic organism that 
has been altered to reduce or elim¬ 
inate its potential to produce dis¬ 
ease. Also common are inactivated 
virus vaccines which use virus 
that has been killed, or rendered 
unable to replicate. 

Vaccine companies have been 
reluctant to pursue these tradition¬ 
al approaches of vaccine design 
for HIV because of the risk that 
some small amount of HIV in a 
killed vaccine may not be ade¬ 
quately killed, which happened 
with early Salk polio vaccine, or 
that attenuated HIV could revert to 
a pathogenic strain or have long¬ 
term consequences we wouldn’t 
know about for many years. But 
there are proponents pushing for 
each of these approaches. 

Aside from these traditional 
vaccines, which are made from the 
disease causing organism, new 
“subunit” vaccines are composed 
of only part of the pathogen. One 
of these, against hepatitis B, is 


prepared by recombinant bio-tech¬ 
nology (genetic engineering). 
Most candidate AIDS vaccines to 
date have been of this type. 

Vaccines have been developed 
for many other diseases that were 
once major afflictions of mankind. 
The incidence of diseases such as 
diphtheria, measles, mumps, 
whooping cough (pertussis), Ger¬ 
man measles (rubella), polio, and 
tetanus have declined dramatically 
as vaccination has become more 
common. Presently vaccines are in 
development for HIV, CMV, 
malaria, and other diseases. 

Vaccination is a cost-effective 
weapon for disease prevention, 
which is amply and dramatically 
demonstrated by the total eradica¬ 
tion of smallpox. There has not 
been a single naturally acquired 
case of smallpox since 1977 any¬ 
where in the world. Despite this 
progress, more than 5 million in¬ 
fants worldwide continue to die 
each year from diseases that could 
be avoided by existing vaccines. 

And, for economic or scientific 
reasons, vaccines are nonexistent 
or not readily available for several 
serious diseases. For example, 
more than 250 million people are 
chronically infected with hepatitis 
B virus, for which there is a rela¬ 
tively new and expensive vaccine. 
Malaria causes 1-2 million deaths 
per year (no vaccine yet, but possi¬ 
bly a partially effective candidate 
vaccine is in field trials). And de¬ 
spite unprecedented efforts, no ef¬ 
fective vaccine has yet been devel¬ 
oped against HIV, which has in¬ 
fected tens of millions of people. 

It is also useful to remember 
that the number of infectious 
agents for which we have so far 
failed to develop a satisfactory vac¬ 
cine is much greater than the num¬ 
ber where we have been successful. 


We have learned much about 
immunology since the early days, 
one of the more important aspects 
of which is that there are two basic 
kinds of immunity: humoral or an¬ 
tibody immunity, which neutral¬ 
izes infectious agents in the liquid 
(non cellular) part of the blood; 
and cellular or cell-mediated im¬ 
munity, which kills infected cells. 

Since it’s possible to become 
infected with HIV as free virus, 
which antibodies could detect, or 
with infected cells, which are only 
susceptible to cellular immunity, 
many scientists believe both kinds 
of immunity will be needed for an 
AIDS vaccine that would prevent 
infection. 

Another important element is 
the route of infection. Injection 
drug users are infected directly 
into their bloodstream. Sexual 
transmission is through mucosal 
surfaces, which have their own 
immune system, which we know 
very little about. 

Recent advances in immunolo¬ 
gy have led to the development of 
new and promising vaccine strate¬ 
gies, and many of these are being 
tried to develop AIDS vaccines. 
While some are calling for a re¬ 
turn to the traditional methods of 
vaccine development, which have 
greater risk but also perhaps 
greater chance of success, others 
are pushing for newer high-tech 
approaches because of the unique 
nature of this disease and chal¬ 
lenge. In both cases it will take de¬ 
termination and a series of vac¬ 
cines and human trials to develop 
products that will have impact on 
the epidemic. 

Future articles will look at so¬ 
cial, ethical, and political issues for 
vaccine trials, possible adverse re¬ 
actions to HIV vaccines and other 
risks involved, funding, and the sta¬ 
tus of vaccines as therapy. ▼

Homosexual, Liar, Hypocrite

I n a weird reprisal of the 
Oscar Wilde trial of a century 
ago, a British Conservative 
member of Parliament just 
lost a libel suit he brought against 
a London tabloid. David Ashby, a 
proper reactionary and publicly 
anti-gay, was accused by the Sun¬ 
day Times of sharing a bed with 
another man and having had an af¬ 
fair with a male doctor. The paper 
charged Ashby with being “a ho¬ 
mosexual, a liar, and a hypocrite.” 
The failure of his suit tends to 
confirm all three judgments. 

It’s very hard to win a libel 
suit. You have to prove both that 
the accusations are false and that 
the slur was intended maliciously. 
You really should only sue for 
libel when you have a very clear 
case, when the mere threat of a 
suit will likely shake out a retrac¬ 
tion. If you actually have to go to 
trial, you’re probably in trouble. 

This is what Oscar Wilde 
found. When his lover’s dad called 
him a “damned sodomite,” Wilde 
sued for libel. Alas, it was pretty 
easy to prove that Wilde was in¬ 
deed a sodomite (and the 
“damned” part was assumed to 
follow automatically); Wilde lost 
the suit and then was tried under 
the anti-gay laws and sentenced to 
hard labor. He was never the same. 

It seems likely that Ashby will 
never be the same, either. “David 
Ashby ... burst into tears after the 
verdict was announced and 
pushed away his estranged wife, 
Silvana, who had provided much 
of the evidence in support of the 
allegations,” according to the 
Reuters report I read. I wonder if 
they would have put in the part 
about bursting into tears if he were 
straight. In any event, it was clear¬ 
ly the defection of his wife that 
sunk his case. 

The best defense against 
charges of homosexuality is the 
sworn testimony of a loving wife. 


Except when the testimonial is ob¬ 
viously false and forced - for ex¬ 
ample, Lisa Marie Presley’s insis¬ 
tent gushing that she and Michael 
Jackson have a wonderful sex life 
- it usually serves to put ugly ru¬ 
mors to rest. When conservative 
Representative Bauman was 
caught having gay sex the first two 
times, he appeared on TV with his 
wife next to him. On his third slip, 
he threw in the towel, resigned, 
and began working the lecture cir¬ 
cuit. However, if he’d wanted to 
keep on plugging, his wife would 
probably have been dragged out 
again, with the same effect. 

In Ashby’s case this crucial 
ally was instead a foe. Ashby 
claimed that his wife was “ob¬ 
sessed by the idea he might be ho¬ 
mosexual.” Alas, this was clearly 
true but seemed justified by the 
obvious fact that he was homosex¬ 
ual. When his wife complained of 
being lonely in the marriage, 
Ashby bought her a dog. This cav¬ 
alier act both drove his wife away 
and undermined his suit. 

Pajama partners 

The trial boiled down to the 
paper’s concrete accusation that 
Ashby had shared a bed with a 
male friend on vacation. His de¬ 
nial was weak: “Ashby, who faces 
a legal bill estimated at $750,000 
to cover the cost of the four-week 
trial, admitted to the court he had 
shared a bed with other male 
members of Parliament more than 
once but had only done so to save 
money.” As economies go, it 
boomeranged pretty badly in the 
long run. 

It’s hard to work up much sym¬ 
pathy for Ashby. He played the 
game by the rules, which allows a 
fair amount of leeway in private 
behavior provided appearances 
are kept up. When he failed to 
keep up appearances, he lost. Try¬ 
ing to sue for libel merely com¬ 
pounded the failure. He who rises 
by the closet falls when the closet 


door is ripped open. 

A lawsuit against Georgia’s At¬ 
torney General Michael J. Bowers 
(of Bowers v. Hardwick fame) is 
much more compelling. Robin 
Shahar had been offered a job by 
Bowers, but he withdrew the offer 
after learning that Ms. Shahar had 
a “commitment ceremony” with 
her female partner. Instead of 
denying everything, Bowers made 
a straightforward homophobe de¬ 
fense: hiring Ms. Shahar would 
imply that the state sanctioned 
same-sex marriages and would 
complicate the enforcement of 
state sodomy laws. 

This defense worked at first, 
but Shahar just won on appeal. A 
three-judge panel ordered Bowers 
to show why the withdrawal was 
not a violation of her constitution¬ 
al rights. Bowers has no ready an¬ 
swer for that one and is promising 
to take the case to the Supreme 
Court - after all, he did pretty well 
the last time he went that route 
with the Hardwick case. 

Who stomps the glass? 

A crucial element in Shahar’s 
case was the nature of the com¬ 
mitment ceremony. It was a “pri¬ 
vate religious ceremony” per¬ 
formed by an official rabbi. The 
fact that it was private seemed to 
invalidate Bowers’s claim that hir¬ 
ing Shahar would be making a 
public statement. And the fact that 
it was done by a recognized main¬ 
stream religion lent it a certain va¬ 
lidity in addition to bringing in the 
issue of religious discrimination. 
The court, in its unanimous opin¬ 
ion, said: 

Though the religious-based 
marriage in which Shahar partici¬ 
pated was not marriage in a civil, 
legal sense, it was intimate and 
highly personal in the sense of af¬ 
fection, commitment and perma¬ 
nence. And as we have spelled out, 
it was inextricably entwined with 
Shahar’s exercise of her religious 
beliefs.

The court therefore takes more 
exception to the violation of Sha¬ 
har’s religious rights than they do 
her sexual orientation rights. But it 
may be enough to win her the case. 

It’s lucky that Shahar had a 
mainstreamy wedding. I suspect 
that my own wedding ceremony, a 
feminist-pagan ritual on the shores 
of Devil’s Kitchen Lake led by a 
local Wicca woman, would not 
have sparked as much sympathy 
from the court. But gays always 
get the most sympathy from het¬ 
erosexuals when we’re seen as try¬ 
ing to imitate them. 

(My only question about a 
Jewish lesbian wedding is: who 
stomps on the glass?) 

The Shahar case is an interest¬ 
ing contrast to the Ashby case. 
Ashby fought for his right to stay 
in the closet, and lost fair and 
square. Shahar, on the other hand, 
is fighting for the right not to stay 
in the closet, and is making a far 
better fight of it. 

It reinforces for me a growing 
belief that queer marriage is the 
gay community’s best shot at forc¬ 
ing some legal recognition and 
tolerance. Many of the people who 
flip out at the thought of gays in 
the military have little problem 
with us getting married. Even ho¬ 
mophobes who hate gay rights 
bills as setting up “special” rights 
have to acknowledge that mar¬ 
riage is a special right that every¬ 
body else already has. 

Also, our desire to formalize 
our relationships is seen, rightly or 
wrongly, as an attempt to ape het¬ 
erosexual patterns and is encour¬ 


aged as such. This suspicion also 
tends to make some queers leery 
of the demand, but even so I sus¬ 
pect that there is far greater con¬ 
sensus among the gay community 
on the desirability of being al¬ 
lowed to marry than there is on 
most issues. 

Finally, fighting for the right to 
marry carries an immense moral 
and legal advantage. It is very dif¬ 
ficult to come up with arguments 
that allowing queers to marry 
takes anything away from anyone 
else. In Hawaii, where a gay-mar¬ 
riage case is slowly wending its 
way through the courts, everyone 
except hard-core homophobes has 
essentially thrown in the towel. 
Now they’re working toward some 
sort of deal whereby Hawaii has a 
set of comprehensive domestic 
partners laws that grant gays most 
of the rights otherwise denied 
them by the same-sex marriage 
ban. 

This would satisfy the de¬ 
mands of the lawsuit without actu¬ 
ally permitting gay marriages, 
which other states would then 
have to recognize. Some states 
have already passed laws (of 
doubtful constitutionality) to 
block this if it occurs - a back- 
handed recognition of how strong 
the case is. 

So the Shahar case is in the 
front lines of the gay rights strug¬ 
gle. It would really be sweet if 
Bowers, the man who did the most 
to hurt the gay community in the 
1980s, got zapped for blatant dis¬ 
crimination. Keep your fingers 
crossed! T

To borrow a Tarantinoism, this 
movie is a piece of fucking bull¬ 
shit. His gift is suspect — were 
Reservoir Dogs and Pulp Fiction 
flukes? 

What could possibly have in¬ 
spired Tarantino to choose this as 
his follow-up to Pulp Fiction? 
One unqualified hit and the man 
falls apart. Thrill to Tarantino 
stuffing an entire doughnut into 
his needy mouth with champagne 
as lubricant.

their virgin goddess Diana. Hon¬ 
est! Madonna, still desperately 
seeking a movie career, keeps her 
breasts covered, if not her digni¬ 
ty. Marisa Tomei stops by, too. 
The chipmunk-cheeked actress is 
proof that Oscar voters (Best 
Supporting Actress, My Cousin 
Vinny) live to regret their deci¬ 
sions. Jennifer Beals tries chan¬ 
neling Uma Thurman, but is re¬ 
duced to a recitation of penis- 
slang. Of the women in the cast, 
for whom Tarantino et al. show a 
consistent disdain, the unbilled 
whore-corpse (Patricia Vonne 
Rodriguez) is the most convinc¬ 
ing. 

Speaking of prompt career 
slippage, Antonio Banderas gets 
handed the hot-headed Latin 
loverboy part and can’t even do 
that persuasively. As for Tim 
Roth — sad, sad, sad. He has 
been seriously good on several 
occasions, particularly under 
Tarantino’s past guidance. Here, 
however, with four directors 
telling him what to do, Roth is 


unfunny, manic and effeminate. 
Martin Short must have cost too 
much. 

At its best. Four Rooms re¬ 
sembles naughty outtakes of 
Love, American Style. It’s not 
good enough to board The Love 
Boat. As if to highlight his cre¬ 
ative shortcomings, Tarantino ad¬ 
mits to stealing from Alfred 
Hitchcock. In music that’s called 
sampling; here it’s plagiarism. To 
ease his tortured audience further, 
Tarantino invokes Jerry Lewis’ 
The Bellboy and The Who’s 
Quadrophenia. The title cartoon 
has minor retro charm as a Pink 
Panther rip-off. Anything would 
be welcome relief from this 
banal, self-indulgent claptrap. 
Listen closely and you can hear 
the sound of a career gasping for 
life. Tarantino has a thin oeuvre 
to get away with such excreta. 
Don’t feed the animal; it’ll only 
encourage him. ▼

Was Queer Film Boom a Bust?

or what it’s worth, we’ve 
finally made it. If Jeffrey, 
Bar Girls, Lie Down With 
Dogs, Priest, The Sum of 
Us, The Incredibly True Adventure 
of Two Girls in Love and other en¬ 
tries in the 1995 miniboom of 
queer cinema proved anything, it’s 
that gay filmmaking can be just as 
sappy and obvious as the main¬ 
stream. 

Not that some of the above 
works weren’t diverting, but for 
all the additional product, it’s been 
just as hard this year as any other 
to come up with a list of 10 queer 
flicks that really knocked one’s 
socks off — except for Frisk, 
which knocked them off, but un¬ 
fortunately not with its virtuosity. 

Anyone paying attention to the 
bottom line will note two things 
about the 1995 box office. No 
matter how much publicity they 
got, films with a predominantly 
lesbian/gay focus — the pictures 
listed above, plus Strawberry and 
Chocolate, When Night Is Falling, 
Wigstock, A Man of No Impor-

tance, Nadja and others — made 
less than $5 million. Some barely 
grossed $1 million — which is to 
say they didn’t “cross over” terri¬ 
bly much. 

The big exception of course

was To Wong Foo, Thanks for 
Everything Julie Newmar, which, 
with a $37 million (and counting) 
domestic haul, will probably out¬ 
perform all the independent les¬ 
bian/gay releases combined. It 
doesn’t take a brain surgeon to 
recognize that only the film with 
cartoonish drag stereotypes (how¬ 
ever lovable) drew in straight pa¬ 
trons in any appreciable number. 

Although there are a few still in 
the Hollywood hopper, including 
United Artists’ It’s My Party, don’t 
expect a flood of big-budget pro¬ 
jects that concentrate solely on 
lesbian or gay lives. The figures 
simply don’t support their produc¬ 
tion. Jodie Foster’s Home for the 
Holidays — which had a substan¬ 
tial gay presence (Robert Downey 
Jr. as Holly Hunter’s gay brother) 
but didn’t center on the homosex¬ 
ual experience — or the slyly in¬ 
clusive The Brady Bunch Movie 
will more likely be the norm. 

The Incredibly True Adventure 
of Two Girls in Love may have 
done “well” with an approximate¬ 
ly $3 million U.S. return on a low- 
six-figure investment, but this is 
chicken feed. Major studios are 
more likely to base future deci¬ 
sions on Jeffrey's grosses. Jeffrey 
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ments, mostly at local film festi¬ 
vals straight and gay. This writer’s 
homo faves of ’95, in alphabetical 
order, are: 

Ballot Measure 9 

Heather MacDonald’s chroni¬ 
cle of the “cultural war” waged 
over gay rights in Oregon illustrat¬ 
ed unequivocally how inflamma¬ 
tory antigay rhetoric encourages 
violence. Despite this, the film 
makes it equally clear that for 
gays increased visibility is the best 
response.

Black Is investi¬ 
gates the roots of black identity - 
from its most superficial represen¬

I Cant Sleep 

Claire Denis’s film is based 
loosely on a real-life series of 
murders of middle-aged women 
by a black drag performer. Denis 
dances around all her story’s po¬ 
tential pitfalls and delivers an in¬ 
tense, thoughtful drama that re¬ 
flects on “outsiders” without re¬ 
sorting to cliche. Richard Courcet

I Like You, I Like

Every time a press colleague 
curses this town’s ceaseless pa¬ 
rade of film festivals, I try to re¬ 
member films like Chantal Aker- 
man’s perfectly crafted tale of a 
budding lesbian. It wouldn’t have 
gotten exposure anywhere else but 
in a festival (in this case, the SF 
International). A young girl drops 
out of school but hangs out with 
one of her schoolmates after class¬ 
es each day. The two explore the 
streets of Brussels in search of a 
sexual education that, for one of 
them, is not what she expected. 

Sister My Sister 

This is the third film about the 


bizarre relations between two 
maids, sisters, that end in the 
1930s murder of their imperious 
French employer. One of Sister’s 
predecessors was blatantly politi¬ 
cal (upper-class exploits the un¬ 
derclass) and the other accentuat¬ 
ed the situation’s absurdity. Nancy 
Meckler’s version sticks closer to 
the facts, and with some sharp per¬ 
formances, particularly by Joely 
Richardson and Julie Waters, is 
easily the best of the three. 

Super 8 1/2 

Canadian director Bruce 
LaBruce stars in his semiunder¬ 
ground hit as a ditzy, washed-up 
pom performer who thinks he’s 
the second coming of Andy 
Warhol. A film-within-the-film 
concerns a lesbian who is purport¬ 
edly making a documentary about 
LaBruce but is really using him 
for her own nefarious ends. 
LaBruce begins and ends his film 
in a straitjacket, the victim of his 
own, media-wrought delusions. 
Though a bit overlong, Super 8 
1/2 is a witty kick in the pants. 

Unzipped 

Douglas Keeve’s documentary 
peeks in on the manic life of Isaac 
Mizrahi. As befits a film about a 
designer. Unzipped 's inventive 
form — fanciful editing, lots of 
handheld camera, mixing of dif¬ 
ferent film stocks and archival, 
black-and-white and color footage 
— is as pleasing as its content. As 
for Mizrahi, you’ve gotta like a 
guy who’s deep enough to recog¬ 
nize that “between Mary Tyler 
Moore and Jackie Kennedy, they 
shaped this country.” 

Wild Reeds 

Andre Techine’s wistful tale 
follows four students — three 
male (including a gay) and one fe¬ 
male — at a French country 
boarding school. The unassuming 
narrative skillfully represents the 
adolescents’ learning process and 
combination of adult input and di¬ 
rect experience that results in ma¬ 
turity. ▼

Positive: Life With HI l/Puts Human Face on AIDS 

Up Close and Personal

or most Americans, AIDS 
jpW has become little more 
llfi than an irritating flicker on 
118 the evening news. The lack 
of coverage is a reflection of how 
little people care about one of the 
greatest tragedies of the 20th cen¬ 
tury. But hey, who wants to be re¬ 
minded of a disease so hopeless, 
so ugly, so gay when there are sto¬ 
ries about mad bombers and 
celebrity murderers to cover, sto¬ 


ries that offer more conventional 
drama and the promise of a dra¬ 
matic denouement? The tragedy 
of AIDS in our time is wrapped up 
in people and lifestyles that this 
country has hardly begun to com¬ 
prehend. The Oklahoma bomber 
and O.J. are hometown boys gone 
bad; people with AIDS live on an¬ 
other planet. 

Positive: Life With HIV has 
been designed to change all that. 
Almost four hours long, this ambi¬ 
tious, multi-formatted series (airs 


on KQED-9 January 2 at 8:30 
p.m.) looks at PWAs with a focus 
unlike anything ever shown on 
television. It bends over backward 
to broaden the limited picture 
many Americans have of the dis¬ 
ease — IV drug users, hemophili¬ 
acs, heterosexual women, les¬ 
bians, Native Americans, Hispan- 
ics, African Americans and Asians 
all get a chance to tell their stories. 
Inevitably, though, it’s gay white 
men — through sheer numbers 
alone — who speak the loudest 
about this disease and what it has 
wrought. 

Divided into four one-hour 
segments (all four episodes — 
“Community,” “Identity,” “Care,” 
and “Fighting For Our Lives” — 
will be shown in one evening), the 
series was filmed over the last 
three years using more than 20 in¬ 
dependent production teams. The 
film and video artists employ a va¬ 
riety of styles to explore the ways 
people with HIV create bonds 
among themselves, handle person¬ 
al issues like dating and sex, and 
how they search for health and 
emotional care through a variety 
of means, from traditional medi¬ 
cine to herbs and acupuncture. 
The final hour looks at efforts by 
PWAs to challenge the system 
through personal and political ac¬ 
tivism. 

Some of the people and set¬ 
tings are familiar (needle users in 
Harlem, urban gay couples) while 
others (a hemophiliac in Okla¬ 
homa, a young Navajo man in Ari¬ 
zona, a Puerto Rican grandmoth¬ 
er) should prove eye-opening to 
viewers unexposed to the array of 
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In "Identity" NYC's AIDS Theater Project performs a rousing musical 
parody on stigma wherein waiters break plates amidst the irrational 
fears of their dining customers. 


Americans who have contracted 
HIV. Sadly, it’s unlikely that those 
viewers will bother to watch. 

What they’ll miss is a mixed 
bag of talking heads, documentary 
segments, dance, satire, stand-up 
comedy, performance art and ani¬ 
mation. Using colorful graphics 
and music, the program glides 
seamlessly and quickly through its 
stories and performance bits with¬ 
out the need for linking voice-over 
narration. But with four hours of 
material and few, if any, segments 
more than 10 minutes long, the 
quality is predictably uneven. 

The two strongest segments are 
in the episode called “Care.” One 
of them is particularly good, 
Gregg Bordowitz’s “Patrick Man- 
gan,” an eerie, intimate look at a 
gay man in Queens who calmly 
and matter-of-factly describes the 
plans he’s made for death. Scrupu¬ 
lously organized, he takes us on a 
guided tour of his apartment, start¬ 
ing with a large black fde case that 
holds medical and financial 
records. Antiques and important 
personal items are color-coded 
with removable dots so that his in¬ 
heritors will get exactly what he 
wants for them. Stone-faced and 
distant, Patrick even holds up the 
suits he’s to be buried in — three, 
of different sizes, depending on 
his weight at the time of his death. 
“Patrick Mangan” is a painful re¬ 
minder of how commonplace 
death has become. 

Much more inspiring is pro¬ 
ducer/director Veronica Selver’s 
“Mary, Sinead and Jennifer,” 
which introduces a 40ish San 
Francisco woman with HIV who 
has found a guardian to care for 
her 15-year-old daughter after 
she’s gone. The three women talk 
poignantly about Mary’s illness 
and the difficult transition Sinead 
will have to make when Jennifer 
becomes her “new mother.” 

Other noteworthy documentary 
segments include “Grady Infec¬ 
tious Disease Program,” about an 
Atlanta clinic that emphasizes 
care over medicine; “Stephanie,” a 
charming mix of words and draw¬ 
ings from a 10-year-old girl whose 
father died of AIDS and whose 
mother has the virus; “Stand Up 
Harlem,” a look at a community 
program that provides housing 
and HIV/AIDS services; and 
“Cora Zabola,” about a grand¬ 
mother with AIDS who shares ad¬ 
vice and insights through a series 
of “video letters” shown on Puerto 
Rican television. 

Between the documentaries are 
interviews with a recurring “cho¬ 
rus” of HIV-positive people, satir¬ 
ical bits of comedy called “Tips 
From Tab Lloyd,” and animated 
excerpts from Queer and 
Loathing, David Feinberg’s hu¬ 


morous book about living with 
AIDS. Marga Gomez pops up as 
an urban angel in leather and lace 
offering pointed political observa¬ 
tions, and choreographer David 
Rousseve provides periodic 
splashes of generic modem dance. 
The late Nalty Killeen offers 
stand-up comedy that isn’t partic¬ 
ularly funny, and “Sweet Honey in 
the Rock” performs “Breaths” 
over a video celebrating the AIDS 
quilt.

While Positive: Life With HIV 
is calculated to use the experience 
of ordinary people and the talents 
of (mostly gay) artists to make the 
lives of people living with HIV ac¬ 
cessible to the masses, at four 
hours the series is almost too 
much of a good thing. By turns 
moving, dispassionate, informa¬ 
tive, repetitive, somber and amus¬ 
ing, too many of the segments 
strike the same emotional chord. 
The relentless expressions of fear, 
anger, rejection and frustration 
along with hope, strength and 
pride will be familiar to conscien¬ 
tious gay viewers, who may see 
the series as simply a new-fangled 
vehicle moving through familiar 
terrain. 

Still, credit is due to the pro¬ 
ducers (AIDSFILMS, with spon¬ 
sorship from Minneapolis-based 
ITVS and funding from PBS) for 
undertaking such an important 
project at a time when interest in 
AIDS is at an all-time low. For 
people living with AIDS — as ei¬ 
ther patients, caregivers, family or 
friends — this is a show that may 
work best when taped and 
watched in small doses. The rest 
of the world should be required to 
see the whole thing in one long 
sitting. T

The irony here is that “of queer 
interest” doesn’t even imply that 
the subject itself is queer — only 
that queers would probably be in¬ 
terested, as if all queer people like 
the same things. That said, I pre¬ 
sent my annual Top 10 List of Al¬ 
bums of Queer Interest in ’95. It 
should be noted that at least half 
of these are, indeed, by queer 
artists —just so you know. 

The Blue Up? 

Spool Forka Dish 

(Columbia) 

The Blue Up? feels like a se¬ 
cret. Hardly anyone has heard of 
this amazing all-female trio from 
Minneapolis, led by the freakish 
fairy goddess Rachael Olson. The 
band should have been this year’s 
Next Big Thing, but apparently 
Columbia had no idea how to mar¬ 
ket a mesmerizing, well-produced 
album filled with layered female 
vocals, shimmering guitars, and 
brilliant songwriting. So they 
dumped them. 

Boy George 

Cheapness and Beauty 

(Virgin) 

Considering how awful his 
previous solo outings were, no one 
had any right to expect an album 
quite this good from Boy George. 
But by tapping his punk roots, he 
fashioned himself a stunner of a 
comeback album, replete with 
glam-rock stylings and explicitly 
homo lyrics. Too bad homophobic 


radio programmers were too 
spineless to play the record. 

Extra Fancy 
Sinner Man 

(Diablo Musica) 

This is the queer rock album 
you’ve been waiting for. Intense 
and powerful, this is how rock 
music sounds when it’s being sung 
by someone as in-your-face-and 
out as Brian Grillo. These sexy 
Angelenos were the talk of the 
town after their electrifying Fol¬ 
som Street Fair performance. Ex¬ 
pect them to become huge, espe¬ 
cially after this record gets re-re¬ 
leased next year— as soon as they 
finish inking their record deal with 
Atlantic.

These local art-damaged punks 
sound at times like a demented ex¬ 
otica lounge band from hell.

Fusing togeth¬ 
er elements of techno, jazz, noise. 


cabaret, and carnival music, 
they’ve managed to create one of 
the most uncommercial records of 
the year. The fact that they’re 
signed to a major label simply 
boggles the mind. 

Portishead 

Dummy 

(Go! Discs/London) 

Somewhere between a red-vel¬ 
vet lounge and a trip-hop night¬ 
club lies the retro-futuristic music 
of Portishead. Geoff Barrow mas¬ 
terminds the cinematic sound- 
scapes and dub-style rhythms 
while chanteuse Beth Gibbons 
provides the bluesy voice and 
melancholic lyrics. Dark, emo¬ 
tional, atmospheric, swooning— 
these are nothing less than torch 
songs for the new millennium. 

Prick 

Prick 

(Nothing/Interscope) 

“Everything Prick writes 
sounds... wrong,” says Trent

I also enjoyed, and 
could well have listed: Wonder 
Boys by Michael Chabon (Vil- 
lard); Mysterious Skin by Scott 
Heim (HarperCollins); Safe As 
Houses by Alex Jeffers (Faber and 
Faber); and Will Roscoe’s Queer 
Spirits, A Gay Men’s Myth Book 
(Beacon Press). Also, if only I had 


snagged the review copies, I 
would have spouted copy about 
Jim Grimsley’s Dream Boy (Algo¬ 
nquin) and Gore Vidal’s 
Palimpsest (Random House), both 
of which are on my must-read list 
for the new year. 


Breaking the Surface 
by Greg Louganis 
with Eric Marcus 

(Random House, $23) 

You have to give Louganis 
credit for courage and honesty in 
coming out as gay and HIV-posi¬ 
tive in a big way, withstanding 
media scrutiny (including the no¬ 
torious Barbara Wawa “blood-in- 
the-pool” brouhaha), and still re¬ 
maining adorable. When I met 
him at his hotel room during the 
book tour, he was shy, wet from 
the shower, and generous with his 
time. His book is a classic in the 
sweet-little-boy-tumed-Olympian 
vein. But I continue to wish he’d 
come clean about being gay years 
ago, as a champion, not a victim. 


The Dream Police 
by Dennis Cooper 

(Grove Press, $16) 

Part of the pleasure of this col¬ 
lection ( Selected Poems, 1969- 
1993) is in seeing just how consis¬ 
tent and focused Cooper has been, 
from the very start of his literary 
career. Cooper’s appeal has al¬ 
ways resided in his voice, which 
mimics the banality of vernacular 
usage but, by some alchemical 
process of emphasis and editing, 
usually sparkles. Detached, dead¬ 
pan, at times mordant, the voice of 
these poems fascinates in its cool 


appraisal of sordid reality. Drugs, 
sex-for-pay, rape, murder, dis¬ 
memberment... all the greatest hits 
are here, but they co-exist with 
idolatry, mystery, irony, even 
humor. “Then I stabbed/ her. It’s 
like/ cutting a pie,/ if you must 
know.” 

The Hurry-Up Song 
by Clifford Chase 

(HarperSanFrancisco, $20) 

In a year notable for memoirs 
of losing loved ones to AIDS or 
personal demons (Leroy Aarons’ 
Prayers for Bobby: A Mother’s 


Coming to Terms with the Suicide 
of Her Gay Son was another), 
Chase’s book, subtitled “A Mem¬ 
oir of Losing My Brother,” stood 
out. With simplicity and honesty 
he describes growing up gay in 
suburban dystopia, the special 
bonds between gay brothers, and 
healing from devastating loss. “I 
wanted my brother to be a brave 
poster-child sort of AIDS patient, 
cheerful and bright eyed to the 
end, full of life and inspiration de¬ 
spite all he faced. I imagined him 
founding a support group called 
Exceptional AIDS Patients.”

Jack the Modernist (reissue) 
by Robert Gluck 

(High Risk, $12.99) 

This spiffy reissue from High 
Risk/Serpent’s Tale of San Fran¬ 
cisco author Robert Gluck’s first 
novel, originally published in 
1985, proves that gay postmod¬ 
ernism can withstand the test of 
time. By turns witty, heartfelt and 
obsessive, J the M is a catalog of 
invention and ways out of the nar¬ 
rative box. “Writing channels the 
world into words once it’s under¬ 
stood how piecemeal we are, like 
gossip, bits and pieces from be¬ 
yond the grave...” With Jack’s 
reappearance and his latest novel 
Margery Kempe, Gliick has had a 
banner year. 

Lytton Strachey 
by Michael Holroyd 

(Farrar, Straus and Giroux, 

$17 paper) 

Holroyd’s biography of 
Bloomsbury insider and flamboy¬ 
ant homosexual Strachey was first 
published in 1967, but this exten¬ 
sively revised edition, combining 
two volumes in one, arrived with 
perfect timing. The tie-in to the 
movie Carrington explains the 
book’s simultaneous appearance 
in hard- and soft-cover. Strachey 
himself is said to have invented 
the modern biography with his 
Eminent Victorians (the title was 
meant ironically), so it’s fitting 
that he is the subject of this monu¬ 
mental bio. 

Playing With the Edge 
by Arthur C. Danto 

(University of California Press, 
$24.95) 

In three lucid essays, art critic 
Arthur C. Danto assesses the artis¬ 
tic achievement of the late Robert 
Mapplethorpe now that the dust 
has settled a bit from the Great 
Cultural War of ’89. Danto’s 
strength as a critic is the crystal 
clarity of his prose, which perfect¬ 
ly suits the honesty of Map¬ 
plethorpe’s portraits and self-por¬ 
traits. If, as Danto points out, we 
can never again experience these 
photographs with an eye innocent 
of the upheaval they created, this 
book is an ideal reappraisal, with 
its square format, plentiful illus¬ 
trations, and incisive text. 

Rat Bohemia 
by Sarah Schulman 

(Dutton, $19.95) 

I think it’s Schulman’s best 
novel yet, told through the voices 
of Rita the rat exterminator. Killer 
the plant-waterer, and David the

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writer with AIDS. Few of her con¬ 
temporaries have Schulman’s skill 
at looking our tragic times square¬ 
ly in the eye and getting them 
down on paper.

Skinned Alive 
by Edmund White 

(Knopf, $23) 

The virus overshadows many 
of the heroes of Skinned Alive, Ed¬ 
mund White’s collection of sto¬ 
ries, but never overwhelms them. 
The loss of friends and lovers col¬ 
ors these tales, but White uses the 
mood to invoke what was impor¬ 
tant or stimulating in the relation¬ 
ships in the first place. In doing so.

he has given us his most revealing 
“autofictions” (his term) yet. 

This year White also published 
the American edition of his mem¬ 
oir with lover Hubert Sorin, Our 
Paris, Sketches from Memory 
(Knopf, $22). Sorin drew the illus¬ 
trations, White drops the names, 
and it’s all most amusing. 
Poignant, too, since Sorin died of 
you-know-what. White eulogizes 
him in an introduction written — 
incredibly — just two hours after 
his death.

Helms tells his tale of 
metamorphosis from midwestem 
naif to sought-after sex object 
with all of the requisite name- 
dropping (“Lenny Bernstein has 
pronounced me ‘sortable’ (French 
for ‘take-outable’), meaning I can 
manage small talk in three lan¬ 
guages, catch most of the allu¬ 
sions, & won’t confuse the 
forks.”). All the annoying amper¬ 
sands notwithstanding (the author 
seems to have an aversion to the 
word ‘and’), the book makes for a 
wild, indulgent read. ▼

Jt ’ve studiously avoided Rita 
^ Mae Brown’s mystery nov¬ 
els, co-written with her cat, 
® Sneaky Pie, ever since a 
friend whose opinion I trust read 
the first and pronounced it icky. 
With four novels in the series, 
however, I decided it was time to 
take a look for myself. 

I should say first that I think 
Pay Dirt fails utterly as a mystery 
novel. There is no mystery when 
the villain is obvious to the reader 
from the very first time the char¬ 
acter appears. Having said that. 


however, I must also say that I 
found Pay Dirt a thoroughly en¬ 
joyable read. Taken as a slice of 
Southern small town life, the book 
offers winning characters and all 
kinds of homey details that will 
make you wish you could visit 
Crozet. 

Brown’s inclusion of various 
animals as major characters in the 
novel, the very aspect that brought 
the judgment icky from my friend, 
turns out to be great fun. The ani¬ 
mals, Mrs. Murphy, a cat, and her 
friend Tucker, a corgi, understand 
both human speech and human be¬ 
havior. Although they try mightily 
to converse with the humans, the 
humans are, alas, just a little too 
dense, or too self-absorbed to un¬ 
derstand. Pay Dirt is an entertain¬ 
ing look at the world we share 
with many different species.

etween the dark and the 
daylight, 

When the night is be¬ 
ginning to lower, 

Comes a pause in the day’s oc¬ 
cupations, 

That is known as the Chil¬ 
dren ’s Hour 

Of course, Henry Wadsworth 
Longfellow could rhapsodize 
about a children’s hour, because 
for the other 23 hours, Mrs. 


Longfellow was feeding, bathing, 
diapering, and otherwise minding 
grave Alice, laughing Allegra, and 
Edith with the golden hair. If, per¬ 
chance, the children were cranky, 
the hour could be cut short. And if 
Henry felt a song coming on, he 
could send the children away, se¬ 
cure in the knowledge that Mrs. L. 
would keep the little beggars 
quiet, lest his muse be distracted. 

In her introduction to an extra¬ 
ordinary collection of essays, Ju¬ 
dith Pierce Rosenberg evokes the 
male-female dichotomy: “In the 
popular imagination, the artist is a 
solitary male in his studio while 
the good mother is in the kitchen 
surrounded by her offspring ... 
The artist must maintain a core, a 
center, a sense of self from which 
to create. But the good mother 
should be selfless.” 

What happens to a woman who 
is both artist and mother? Must 
she choose one or the other, a 
choice men never have to make, or 
can she find a way to do both 
without sacrificing either? The 
women whose artistic and mater¬ 
nal stories appear in A Question of 
Balance have found a way to have 
both, but only with great struggles 
and an iron discipline. What 
comes through in these pieces is a 
clear sense that both motherhood 
and artistry are essential to their 
lives. If you’re having a similar 
conundrum in your life, you might 
make time to read the success sto¬ 
ries of these women/artists/moth¬ 
ers. T

Boston on 
Horizon for 
Marathoners

s the 1995 season draws 
to a close for the Bay 
Area Distance Runners 
(BADR), many members 
are already anxiously awaiting 
next year’s 100th running of the 
world-renown Boston Marathon. 

“The deadline to qualify for 
the race is December 31,” said 
Dave Studach, BADR president. 
He indicated that several of the 
club’s runners have already made 
the grade and will participate in 
next year’s historic Boston run. 

“Boston usually has about 
7,000 to 9,000 runners,” Studach 
pointed out. “But for 1996 they 
are anticipating close to 25,000 
official runners and perhaps as 
many unregistered runners.” 

The club begins training for 
Boston in mid-January. But that 
isn’t all BADR has on its agenda 
for the coming year. In addition to 
the marathon, members will also 
participate in a variety of 
marathons across the country and 
throughout the world. 

Bay Area Distance Runners 
formed in 1985 to train and take 
part in the 1986 Gay Games. Over 
the years the club’s membership 
has grown steadily. In 1995, 
BADR runners participated in 
marathons in Boston, Portland, 
Seattle, San Francisco, Chicago, 
New York, Honolulu, St. George 
(Utah), Columbus (Ohio), Sacra¬ 
mento, Ukiah and such interna¬ 
tional venues as Berlin, Paris and 
London. 

“We prepare for four 
marathons a year: spring, summer, 
fall and winter,” Studach ex¬ 
plained. “We have members who 
may only compete in one race and 
others who compete in more than 
four per year. It’s up to the indi-

vidual how often they want to 
compete. Our organization is 
there to make sure they are pre¬ 
pared and have plenty of support.” 

For those interested in joining 
BADR as they prepare for Boston, 
the Avenue of the Giants, the 
Napa Valley, the California Inter¬ 
national, or any of the other 
marathons on tap for 1996, call 
Dave Studach at (415) 626-1380, 
or Jane Meyer (415) 653-3770 for 
details and training schedules. 
And don’t be left behind for the 
1998 Gay Games in Amsterdam. 
Remember, BADR helped orga¬ 
nize and train the largest contin¬ 
gent of marathoners — 50 — for 
the 1994 New York Gay Games. 
They hope to take as many, if not 
more, to the Amsterdam Games. 
As Studach says, “It’s never too 
early to start getting in shape.” ▼

Gaslight Entertaining But Lacks Depth 

Turn Up the Flame

A fter the musical muddle 
that is Kiss of the Spider- 
woman, it was a relief, a 
near joy, to see A.C.T.’s 
revival of Patrick Hamilton’s 
1938 West End and Broadway 
hit, Gaslight. 

Yes, this pioneer in psycho¬ 
logical intrigue — a wife being 
driven insane by her scheming 
husband — is creaky, so creaky it 
almost groans, loudest of all just 
before it surprises us with an un¬ 
expected little twist. Gaslight is 
the granddaddy of Deathtrap, al¬ 
right, and in this lovingly set 
(J.B. Wilson), dressed (Deborah 
Nadoolman), and played produc¬ 
tion, it’s a charming return to the 
old days. As the inspector who 
saves the day, William Patterson 
is his usual droll and sincere self, 
and as the victimized wife, 
A.C.T. debutante Julie Boyd 
plays a well-plumbed range of 
emotions; strangely, in the role 
of the suave yet demonic hus¬ 
band (the role that launched Vin¬ 
cent Price’s career), the usually 
more impressive Charles Lanyer 
offers a walk-through. 

This Gaslight strikes the re¬ 
membered poses of melodrama, 
and the simulation of footlights 
(lights by Peter Maradudin) adds 
just the right neat touch. It moves 
rather quickly for an Albert 
Takazauckas production, and 
that’s a surprise. If it simmers 
considerably, but never boils 
over (as it could), and if the char¬ 
acters are played rather one-di- 
mensionally, that’s typical of 


Takazauckas: amiable rather than 
sharp. 

The pre-opening publicity and 
some program notes on the status 
of women during the period of 
the play’s action, attempt a link 
with contemporary issues of 
abuse of women. Had the de¬ 
pendably stolid Takazauckas any 
panache or depth this might have 
played out more effectively.
